Many people foolishly 
insist that the berm was discovered by 
PFC Howard J. Williams, who during the 
first assault on Saipan Island ran in a zig- 
zag pattern from his landing craft to the 
interior of the island using small mounds of 
dirt and sand to change direction. So 
much for the armchair historians who 
gather facts by watching John Wayne 
reruns on the late late show. 

The real discoverer of the berm was 
Antonino Pastrani. What is even more 
bizarre is that the first berm that he dis- 
covered was not made of dirt at all, but 
was composed of water, sea water to be 
exact. 

This historic discovery occurred during 
the golden days of the Spanish Armada in 
1588. You see, Antonino Pastrani was the 
captain of the warship Miura IV and being 
an Italian (an even more obscure historical 
reality), he had to do something to impress 
his Spanish superiors. 

During one of the first confrontations 
with the English fleet, Antonino found 
himself surrounded by four enemy war- 
ships. One of the British vessels was com- 
manded by Robert Cromindike, who 
would later invent the forward-mounted 
sail in 1593. 

Anyway, Antonino knew that he had to 
outrun the British ships and get some help 
(Tony was no fool). Unfortunately, 
Antonino's Spanish was rather bad and 
the crew's Italian was even worse so there 
was some confusion as to what to do and 
which way to go. As it turns out, the Miura 
IV headed away from the British ships but 
directly into a squall which was brewing on 
the horizon. As the small Spanish ship 
plunged into the squall, Antonino saw that 
the waves were taller than the mast on his 
ship and decided that surrender to the 
British didn't seem like a half-bad idea 
after all. Antonino's order to turn about 
ended up being half garbled Spanish with 
a little spicy Italian thrown in for emphasis. 
The crew took quite a bit of time figuring 


what the frantic commander wanted them 
to do and by the time they tacked the ship 
they were halfway up the side of a huge 
wave. At that very instant the ship turned 
90 degrees and jetted off of the wave with 
such speed as to leave the English com- 
manders dumbfounded. Antonino Pastrani 
had discovered the berm and his crew 
soon perfected the art of going deep into 
the wave gearing down a sail or two and 
blasting off waves to avoid confrontation 
with an enemy ship. 





This technique was mistakenly thought 
to be an act of cowardliness and poor 
Antonino was soon to become a victim of 
the Spanish Inquisition. 

You might note that up until this year 
Bultaco has designed bikes that were 
noted for their ability to slide rather than 
being true berm blasters. Such is the 
Spanish memory for not wanting to admit 
to using a technique that is associated 
with poor misunderstood Antonino 
Pastrani. 

Others, however, were not so narrow 
minded. Sir Francis Drake was known to 
use the ‘’Pastrani Principle" to shorten his 
ocean travel time. 

Probably the one single person who 
tried to perserve the name of Antonino 
Pastrani and his discovery was Capt. 
James Cook. 

Cook was a famous English discoverer 
who among other accomplishments dis- 
covered a group of islands that we now 
know as Hawaii. What no one but a small 
handful of dedicated historians know is 
that Capt. James Cook frequently used 
Pastrani’s berm effect to shorten the time 
of his ocean going travels. 

Cook knew that the quickest way to get 
around the world is a series of straight 
lines, and the best way to turn a ship is to 
drive up the side of a wave and blast off of 
it. (A lot of you probably thought that Russ 
Darnell was the first person to teach that 
school of thought.) 

Capt. James Cook was so grateful to 
Antonino Pastrani that his discovery of 
Hawaii (which were then known as the 
Sandwich Islands) was to go down as one 
of the greatest historical moments of his 
life. Cook was no fool and his gratefulness 
was only surpassed by his inability to spell 
things correctly. Thus he named one of the 
islands after the obscure historical charac- 
ter who helped him discover them. 

Surely everyone who has ever ridden a 
motorcycle has heard of a Pastrami Sand- 
wich! (| told you Cook couldn't spell.) E

THROTTLE TROUBLE

a new one will ruin the cable. (I've heard 
that the Teflon cables will melt.)

Whoever told you that a Teflon cable 
will melt from the heat of a soldering 
iron is grossly misinformed. He probably 
hasn't heard of Teflon frying pans 
either. Just make sure that you 
de-solder the old pin, don't just cut it off 
or your cable will be too short. When 
you solder the new pin on, flare the 
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small wires of the cable so that the 
solder will get between the wires. This 
will insure that the pin will stay on the 
cable till you want to remove it.

My 
problem is that my advance on the 
timing is worn out and causes timing 
problems. If | replace it what can | use to 
stop the problem?

Your bike probably comes on like a 
rocket when the advance finally 
engages. Buy the same stock advance 
from your Yamaha dealer but when you 
put it in the bike spray it with some LPS 
to keep the water that condenses in the 
side cover from forming rust on the 
springs and arms. A regular shot of LPS 
will keep the ignition like new for a long 
time. 


SHOT SHOCKS 


| have a 1974 TM 250 Suzuki. Could 

you tell me the kind of shocks | should 

have to make it handle well enough to 

race. What about forward-mounted 
shocks?

Just about any shock 
would be an improvement, but you 
might want to start out with a set of 
Boge shocks. The Boge units are made 
so that you can vary most of the shock 
characteristics to dial them in to your 
bike. Cost is under $50 bucks.

| would like to know why | have 
shifting problems on my 1974 Kawasaki 
G5 100. | am always missing shifts and 
just recently | haven't been able to 
downshift or upshift. It just won't go 
into gear easily at all. Also | would 
appreciate your opinion on my putting a 
3.50x18 knobby on the bike.

The cause of your shifting problems 
could be either worn-out shifting springs 
or rust on the shifting shaft. The best 
test for either problem is to check it out 
by removing the side cover and shifting 
the bike while adding tension to the 
mechanism. If the bike will change gears 
with the added tension, then replace the 
spring. If this does not cure the problem 
you'll have to disassemble the shifting 
mechanism and inspect the shafts and 
dogs for rust or other hang-ups. 

We don't think that your bike has 
enough power to pull the 3.50x18 tire, 
stick to the stocker.

What difference does the “weight” of 
an oil make in the forks?

With the advent of long-travel rear 
suspension there had to be an improve- 
ment in the front end. Bultaco, 
Montesa, Maico and other factories 
have improved the dampening charac- 
teristics of their front end by allowing 
more front travel through the use of 
longer assemblies and different valve 
systems in the front end. Most of the 
new front ends require a lighter weight 
oil so that the fluid can pass through the 
valves at the proper rate, thus lighter 
oils. Bultaco recommends 10 wt. oil 
(Bel-Ray) in your particular machine. 
Follow their advice — it really does work. 


"LOST" GASKET 


| have a problem in that my Yamaha 

100 has a torn gasket on the mag cover 

side and the dealer said that there is no 
replacement gasket. What do | do?

First you can 
make your own gasket by buying some 
gasket material (at your local auto 
supply store) and trace out a gasket; or 
you can buy some Permatex Form-a-

A friend of mine told me a way to pass in 
arace. He said when he can't get by a rider 
he screams as loud as he can. Then when 
the other guy looks to see what all the 
commotion is all about, he will pass him. 
What do you think about this?

There are certain variations of this 
method that have been used, many of 
them successfully. It'S not uncommon to 
see a rider yelling, whistling or screaming 
to get the attention of someone in front of 
him. There are a few reasons for this. First 
of all, the other rider is going to get curious 
as to what all the noise is back there, and 
will eventually turn around. Second, you 
are distracting him and he's liable to make 
a mistake that will let you pass. You can 
try the yelling and whistling to get by 
someone, but if you are wearing a full-face 
helmet or a full-coverage mouth guard, 
you're wasting your breath. The sound 
never gets past your protective riding gear. 
Otherwise it's a good method for passing. 


CONTINUING CRASHES 


| am having a bit of a problem with my 
son. He has been racing locally and doing 
quite well, up until he gets excited and 
crashes. He can run with the pack and 
even do very well holding down the 
second spot, but once he takes over the 
lead he either crashes or lets the other 
riders slip by him. Is there anything that | 
can say to him to remind him that he's 
overdoing it a little bit?

He appears to be suffering from a prob- 
lem that isn't too uncommon among 
young racers. Their throttle hand isn't 
directly connected to their thinking 
process. | have seen lots of riders suffer 
from this. Once they get into the lead, all 
their senses leave them and all they can 
think about is turning on that throttle all 
the way. You son can chase another rider 
because he has someone to show the way, 
someone to follow. Once he gets the 
number one spot he doesn't quite know 
how to handle it. Try to remind him that 
the throttle should be directly connected 
with the brain, and not just to the right 
wrist. Once he understands that he has to 
think instead of just go fast, you'll see a big 
improvement. 





GAS PAINS

You might want to try and write yourself 
a little note on the gas tank. | have seen 
many riders use adhesive tape and a felt 
pen to remind themselves of little prob- 
lems such as yours. Another system is to 
use that tape that you stamp letters into. 
Something like “Turn the gas on, stupid!'^ 
should be more than enough to remind 
yourself. l've seen numerous machines 
with this taped on the tank. It seems to be 
the best phrase to use. 


55 MPH WHEELIES 


My problem is that about two months 
ago | purchased a Can-AM 250 TNT 
knowing that | would have the hottest 
enduro machine around. My previous bike 
before the Can-AM was a Kawasaki 100cc 
which | rode for two years completely off- 
road. After mastering that bike | thought | 
was ready to step up to a hot 250. Well, 
right now | am writing this letter from my 
bed because | wiped out while pulling a 
wheelie at 55 mph. Now with torn liga- 
ments in my foot | realize that you cannot 
throw a 250 Can-AM into wheelies the 
same way you can do it with a 100. Now I 
don't know whether | should sell the thing 
which | worked a whole year for and get a 
125, or | should stick with my present 250 
and work at it until | can ride it. Inciden- 
tally, your April '75 issue about “How to 
Crash Gracefully’’ came about 13 days too 
late. It sure would have helped!

I think that you should give the Can-AM 
another chance. Doing 55 mph wheelies 
on any machine is just a little too danger- 
ous, and | doubt if it would have made 
much difference what you were riding. 
The Can-AM seems to be a reasonable 
machine. | especially like the idea of being 
able to change the fork angle by buying 
different cones from your dealer. You're 
right in saying that it is a very fine enduro 
mount. As far as selling the bike, you 
might want to try riding it some more 
(after you're completely healed). Go a little 
Slower this time, and try to understand the 
machine's habits and manners. The 250 
TNT is one of the quickest machines 
around today and it will surprise you if 
you're not totally prepared. 

Go out, ride it, and try to get acquainted 
with the machine. After working hard to 
get the money to purchase it, | think you 
would be better off keeping it and learning 
about it. If you sold it you would take a 
loss in price and might not be satisfied 
with a 125. If you find that the machine is 
repeatedly throwing you down, then 1 
would suggest that you switch to a 125 or 
a 175. Maybe you could even possibly get 


your local Can-AM dealer to trade your 250 
for a 175. But first give the machine a 
chance and think before turning on the 
throttle. 


1980 MODELS? 


I've been around motorcycles long 
enough to realize that in the last couple of 
years we've been improving and refining 
the bikes so rapidly that it's hard to keep 
up. Two years ago, moved-up shocks were 
unheard of on a motocross machine. Now 
we've got the cantilever, monoshock, 
something called a parallelogram, and who 
knows what else. What, in your opinion, is 
going to start appearing on motorcycles in 
the future.

It's really hard to say, because as new 
ideas are tried, something else crops up 


along the way. | believe that the suspen- 
sion is still! going to remain one of the 
biggest improvement areas. Manufac- 
turers have their machines to the point 
now that the engines are putting out more 
than enough horsepower. The problem is 
that they can't seem to get it to the 
ground. | believe the suspension ideas we 
are now seeing on production motorcycles 
are just a small hint of what is to come. 
Certain companies are working with gas 
and air front forks. Others are working 
with cantilever suspension that is com- 
pletely air controlled. Yet another is doing 
away with shocks altogether and going to 
the torsion bar system. Same goes with 
the front end. A lot of people are working 
with gas and air forks, while others are 
experimenting with different springs, 
torque bars and several different sub- 
stances to replace fork oil. Suspension is 
definitely on the top of the list; however, 
the engines still are going through a large 
transition. Automatic transmissions have 
been around for quite some time, although 
not too many companies have gone into 
all-out production. Rokon is one of the few 
who is already on the market with an auto- 
matic tranny. You are also going to prob- 
ably see some sort of fuel injection system 
on the two-stroke engine. There are a few 
factory motocross teams that are now 
experimenting with the principal. Case 
induction is also going to crop up here and 
there. With the success of some com- 
panies like Kawasaki and Can-AM you 
might see the rotary valve principal coming 
back. Different variations on carburetion 
will be surfacing, resembling somewhat 
the injector principal used on race cars. 
Exhaust pipe technology will improve and 
we're going to get some different 
variations on what works and what 
doesn't. Silencing the two-stroke should 
come into play along with the pipe. The 
chain-drive motorcycle will die and be 
replaced with some kind of belt-driven 
system. The chain seems to me to be too 
outdated on a motorcycle and there is 
probably a better way. Finally, you're 
going to see some new types of tires for 
motocross machines. They're not going to 
be knobbies like we're used to, but a dif- 
ferent tread design completely. Besides 
the things I've listed here, I’m sure that 
there are quite a few more innovative 
designs that will come out. P

The picture shows what is arguably the 
toughest section ever used in international 
trials competition. Named Eau de Nil— 
literally "water of nothing" —it comprises 
a long climb up a tumbling stream bed 
with the hardest parts made up of three 
almost vertical rock faces rising 50 feet 
over miniature waterfalls. 

Used in the recent British round of the 
world trials championships, it beat every 
rider who attempted it. Such is its fame 
that the crowds seen in the picture were 
only a small part of the unprecedented 
—by British trials standards—number of 
nearly 500 spectators who packed under 
the trees along its entire length. 





The rider pictured is a young Briton, 
Eddie Smith, fighting his 250 Montesa over 
the steepest ledge where the majority of 
the entries failed. Further up the section he 
had to resort to footwork though, losing a 
total of five marks. In fact such was the 
severity of this section and many others in 
the British round that leading riders are 
now complaining that organizers are 
making big trials just too difficult. 

They have a point. Three of this sea- 
son’s opening rounds of the world titles 
have taken more than 70 marks from the 
winning rider, and bearing in mind the 
remarkable skill of modern trials riders, and 
the astonishing traction afforded by con- 
temporary factory bikes, it means that 
organizers are packing almost superhuman 
obstacles into their courses. In Britain, one 


section was judged so dangerous that 
both Mick Andrews, Yamaha’s supremely 
professional works rider, and Malcolm 
Davis, better known for his exploits in GP 
motocross, refused to tackle the frighten- 
ing drop. 

Meanwhile, in the hotly contested title 
series, Dave Thorpe, the man Ossa per- 
haps unwisely let go, produced another 
shock win on his Bultaco, moving up to 
third place in the table. Malcolm Rathmell, 
Montesa’s team leader, finished second in 
Britain and holds second place in the table, 
while Bultaco’s Martin Lampkin still held 
the championship lead, despite finishing 
only fourth in Britain. 

Mick Andrews had another indifferent 
day in Britain, scoring only one champion- 
ship point for 10th place, and also lan- 
guishes in joint 10th place in the cham- 
pionship table. However, Andrews later 
scored two successive wins in British 
championship rounds, closing up on 
leaders Rathmell and Lampkin in that 
particular series. So his fascinating lone 
effort to keep a Japanese bike in the hunt 
in big-time trials could result in a strong 
finish late in the season. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF THE 
SPANISH GRAND PRIX 


If you've ever traveled to Belgium, you 
must have wondered how it is they man- 
age to produce a seemingly never-ending 
supply of potential world champion moto- 
cross riders. Belgium has no motorcycle 
industry of its own. Much of the place is 
flat, and the weather is wet. The popula- 
tion is small (10 million) and so is the 
country —300 times smaller than the land 
area of the United States, if you want a 
ready comparison. 

But right from the pioneer days of 
motocross as an international sport, 
they've been turning out champions even 
though every possible handicap seems to 
operate against the growth of any kind of 
motorcycle sport. The latest Belgian chal- 
lenger for a motocross world title emerged 
at the first round of this year's 250cc series 
in Spain. Harry Everts, just 22 years old, 
and the only factory runner on the Puch 
team, was the man who finally got the 
winner's applause in a meeting that tradi- 
tionally provides early season surprises. 

West German Willi Bauer, the new 
strength in Suzuki's 250 team, actually 
scored equal points with Everts in the two 
40-minutes plus-two-laps legs, but the 
Belgian was judged the overall victor 
because his total race times were better. 
On a bike that was little changed from the 
machine he rode to third place in last 
year’s 250 championship, Everts managed 
second and third places in Spain. : 

Such is the white-hot level of factory 
competition in the 250 GPs that no less 
than seven different brands filled the top 
seven placings. Significantly absent from 
the top scorers were reigning 250 cham- 
pions KTM, whose Russian team leader 
Gunnady Moiseev was still suffering from 
a broken arm. At the risk of dismissing 
КТМ в challenge too soon, l'd say it could 
already be all over for them this season, as 
riders just cannot afford mental or physical 
hang-ups if they want to survive in the 
searing pace of the 250 GPs, as 1973 
champion Hakan Andersson found last

year when injuries rapidly flung him out of 
contention within a very few rounds. Like- 
wise, Jim Pomeroy, carrying the hopes of 
America and Bultaco, also finished out of 
the points, although happily not through 
injury problems. In the first leg he fell on 
the second lap while holding fourth place, 
and did the same thing three laps later 
after remounting in 11th place. In the 
second leg he held fifth place for six laps 
until Maico's Hans Maisch got by, then 
lost sixth place only three laps from the 
finish when he was forced off-line and his 
engine stalled and flooded. 

Andersson proved that he's right back in 
the hunt for the championship by winning 
the first place from Everts despite rear 
brake trouble with his Yamaha. Bauer 
finished third from Sylvain Geboers, who 
was delighted with his debut GP ride for 
Husqvarna after so many stop-and-go 
years with Suzuki. Jaroslav Falta, last 
year's 250 runner-up, warmed up with a 
fifth place for CZ and Kalevi Vehkonen got 
another Husky into the top six. 

The amazing Adolf Weil, at 36 the 
veteran of the GPs, dropped out of the first 
leg when the chain came off his Maico on 
the first leg. But, showing the versatility of 
a man half his age, and following ‘his 
switch from the vastly different 500 class 
last season, he won the second leg from 
Bauer and Everts. Thorleif Hansen, whose 
racing was as unpredictable as his factory 
Kawasaki last season, got fourth place in 
this second leg after crashing while 
holding third spot in the opening race. 

The Spanish round invariably produces 
shock results, and back in the classic days 
of Robert and Hallman there was even a 
theory circulating among factory runners 
that if you won in Spain you were destined 
not to bag the championship that year. So 
maybe we shouldn't hang too much 
significance on these early results. But if | 
wanted to bet money, l'd go for Hakan 
Andersson to be back up on top by the 
end of the season. 


500cc CLASS PREDICTIONS 


Meanwhile, the 500cc class, which 
hadn't opened by the time this column 
was written, was shaping up for a repeat 
of the classic Husqvarna-Suzuki struggle 
of last year. This time, however, Suzy's 
Roger DeCoster started as favorite to win 
back the championship he has already 
gained three times previously, if only 
because reigning champion Heikki Mikkola 
injured his back during the winter and had 
to miss pre-season warm-up events. 

If his back trouble recurs, Mikkola will be 
threatened not only by DeCoster, but by 
Gerrit Wolsink, who's been persistently 
gaining form since he joined Suzuki two 
years ago. At 28, Wolsink is at the age 
when he'll badly want that championship. 
New works Suzukis will be based on the 
398cc production engine, and have an un- 
gainly top-heavy appearance caused by 
revised suspension arrangements which 
give nine inches of movement at both 
wheels. Gas and oil rear units have remote 
cylinders for extra capacity, and are 
forward mounted, with massive springs to 
give better control on recoil. 

Husky's bikes will remain close to 
production units. Much attention in the 
team will again be thrown on Brad Lackey,

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Neither rain, nor sleet, nor gloom of night... 


This year’s running of the Great Bear 
Grand Prix will be remembered for its 
mud, instant water holes, rain, hail and 
generally cold weather. But most of all it 
will be remembered as a well organized 
and enjoyable race. That’s right, despite 
all of the bad weather conditions, just 
about every rider to finish the race 
crossed the line with a grin that lit up 
his face.

When the afternoon 
mud sliders got underway, it was Larry 
Roeseler on his Harley-Davidson 250 
that put on the show for the crowd, 
sliding and crossing up the bike every 
chance he got. Larry built up such a long 
lead on second-place Bruce Ogilvie that 
you had to keep an eye on the numbers to 
know who the leaders were. Third place

went to Bob Balentine on a Husky. 

Starting out in the ninth row was Phil 
Stumbo, an Amateur on a 250 CZ, who 
worked his way through the rain, mud 
and downed riders to place fourth overall 
ahead of Mark Advent on his Penton. 

During the night, most of the Sunday 
riders turned their bikes in at the 
impound area and prayed that the rain 
would stop. Needless to say, it rained 
most of Sunday, except when it hailed. 
So much for the motorcyclist’s power 
of prayer. 

The morning race was for the 100, 
125, 175 and 250 unclassified riders as 
well as the sidehacks and dunecycles. 
Since the rain had changed the course 
into a mudpit, the race was shortened 
from 100 to 80 miles. The morning riders 
meeting stressed safety as the riders were 
warned many times of the slick transition 
from mud to pavement that had put 
more than a few Saturday riders on the 
sidelines. The race was also delayed half 
an hour to allow the Riverside Raceway 
personnel ample time to dry out the 80 
mph straightaway. 

Once the race was underway, slight 
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showers continued to plague the riders 
making goggle pit stops frequent. The 
morning winner was Tom Lamar on a 
Husky, followed by Gordon Duncan and 
Richard Breeveid both on Yamahas.

Minibike motocross is relatively new in the motorcycle racing 
world, but what the sport lacks in history it makes up for in 
experimentation. Several large companies have devoted great 
amounts of time and money to allow slightly smaller riders to 
compete on some really class one machinery. 

With the advent of the monoshock suspension, it was only a 
matter of time before manufacturers began to produce the 
revolutionary frame for the minibikes. In fact, there have been 
several frames available for some time now. The trouble is that 
most of them were a little too new and either required a lot of 
modification of the stock parts or just plain didn’t work like the 
full-size frames. 


DG Performance Specialties Inc. is now manufacturing a 
monoshock frame which has the mini racer in mind. It 


You can see the difference between the stocker and the 
modified bike right away. It's no real surprise that the 
monoshock is lighter after you see both bikes together. 
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This is the only hassle in the 
frame swap. First you remove 
the stock front end, making 
sure that the ball bearings 
don't go all over your garage 
floor. Usea little bearing 
grease to keep them in place 
and make sure that you have 
21 balls on the top 

and bottom. 


Slip the old lower triple clamp assembly into place. 
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Put the handlebar assembly on top of 
it and tighten down the nut using 
either the special Honda tool or the old 
punch and hammer trick. 


Tighten down the fork tubes after the 
triple clamps are in place and secure.

incorporates a Bilstein shock in a 4130 chrome-moly frame. 
The frame is gold-anodized cadmium plated and is 
considerably lighter than the stocker. The lightness of the new 
frame is a major factor in a much better handling bike. The 
monoshock suspension really shows what it can do ina series of 
whoop-dees. With-a stock suspension the XR-75 and a YZ-80 
both want to plow and get sideways in the rough stuff. The 
lightness of the DG frame eliminates the plowing effect and 
the monoshock suspension allows the rider to keep the bike 
straight through the rough stuff. 

We attended a set-up session at Pro-Fab in Garden Grove, 
Calif., to see how hard it was to convert a stock XR-75 frame 
into a monoshock frame. Disassembly of the stock XR-75 took 
up most of the time involved. Once we had everything stripped 
off of the old frame it all bolted onto the new DG frame very 
easily. The only problem that you might have is with the 
steering head bearings. That's only because Honda (like most 
other manufacturers) seems to want to make the job a real 
problem. We have included pictures of this part of the assembly 
to aid you in getting things done with the least amount of 
hassle. 

The monoshock frame for the XR-75 is priced at $295.00 
without a shock; if you want a gas Bilstein'shock and spring the 
price is $349.00. DG also makes a monoshock for the YZ-80. 
The frame alone is $325.00; with the Bilstein, $379.00. The YZ 
frame will run you a little bit more because DG includes an 
airbox and aluminum torque rod with the frame.

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Many of the motorcycle manufacturers 
are suddenly getting serious about selling 
enduro machines. They’re discovering 
that although there is a market out there, 
the buyers aren't looking for the same 
old garbage, usually a rerun of last year's 
machine. Lots of chrome, tons of 
blinkers, "pretty" tank stripes and idiot 
lights don't make a good buy. What the 
serious enduro rider wants is basically a 
motocross machine with a bare mini- 
mum of lights and excessive hardware. 

With that in mind Montesa set out to 
make the Enduro 250. They use the same 
engine as found on the motocross ver- 
sion. A carb that is 2mm smaller and a 
newly designed pipe are the only major 
changes. The bike is quiet, yet you don't 
get the feeling that it's being robbed of 
ponies by too much fiberglass stuffing. 

The carburetor, a 32mm square-bowl 
Amal, was designed with Volkswagen 
stinginess in mind. With a full tank of 
gas, you can ride a complete afternoon 
without refueling. While out on a normal 
trail ride that included some easy fire 
roading and gnarly uphill goattrails, we 
got close to 40 miles per gallon. Although 
this is really nice to have, the machine 
does suffer some because of it. It is 
slightly sluggish compared to the Cappra 
motocrosser. If you want a little more 
zing, a switch in carbs will help im- 
mensely. Some trickery with a port 
grinder will bring the engine up even 
snappier. Lots of gas mileage and less- 
responsive power are what the 32mm 
carb offers. 

The Enduro 250 has a choke lever like 
that found on a Mikuni carb. On many 
of the larger enduros, like the Two Day 
Qualifier, you are required to start your 
machine and be on your way in 60 
seconds. The Enduro 250, after sitting 
out in the cold all night, will always start 
on the fourth or fifth kick. You must be 
careful when the bike is cold; if you put a 
sudden full-throttle load on it when 
starting out in the morning, it will load 
up and quit. Give it only about half

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throttle for about a mile if you're not 
going to warm up the machine before 
taking off. After that, the 250 is wide 
eyed and ready to go. 

The powerband on the Enduro 250 is a 
little bit down compared to the moto- 
cross machine. It is very noticeable when 
you go from second to third at a leisurely 
pace. The engine doesn't want to pull the 
small gap between gears. If you're really 
gassing your way around, the slight lag 
isn't evident, but for Sunday afternoon 
cruising, there is a bit of space caused by

the lag. The Enduro 250 also won’t pull 
from way down low. Since it’s only a 
250сс engine, you shouldn’t expect tons 
of bottom-end grunt, but we've ‘ridden 
other 250 enduro machines that had 
more to offer in the low rpm range. A 
little clutch slippage will be required for 
tight situations. 

The transmission is a five-speed, same 
as in the motocross model. It uses the 


.same gears and gear ratios as the MX, 


thus you have a relatively wide spread 


| available. The Cappra doesn’t haye an 


extremely low gear, thus the Enduro 
machine can use that first cog effectively. 
First gear is good for slow pickings, while 
fifth will get you down those fire roads 
awfully quick. We figured top speed to 
be up around 70 mph, good enough for 
making up lost time. ; 
When уои'те shifting gears on the 
Montesa, you've got to be positive and 
sure of where your foot is going. Like the 
Bultaco and Maico, the Montesa tends to 
ignore slight touches of the foot when 
going for another gear. It doesn’t shift as 
easily as a Yamaha or Honda. When 


going from one gear to the next, we- 


found that you have to give it a definite 
nudge for a clean crisp shift. A simple 
halfhearted nudge of your foot will award 
you with a lot of neutrals. We didn’t feel 
that the shifting was a drawback. As in 
the case of the Bul and Maico, it’s some- 
thing you should get used to after a few 
hours with the bike. It won’t miss shifts if 
you treat the gearbox properly. 

The front suspension was just right for 
an enduro machine. If the Japanese want 


to really upgrade their suspension 
“quickly, they should buy a Montesa and 


copy the front end. While the forks were 
soft enough to absorb the little bumps on 
a course, they still took the shock when 
driven hard into the real wheel breakers. 
After bashing it around the rocks for a 


‘while, we noticed that whoever was 


riding the Montesa didn’t complain 
about the terrain as much as other riders 
on different machines. The forks are also 
covered with protective rubber boots to 
keep out dust and dirt. 

The back end supports a cantilever 
suspension, similar to the motocross 
machine. The Telesco shocks don’t have 
the additional oil cooler reservoirs, but 
we had no fade or pumping up of the 
shocks with a 180-Ib. rider. If you're near 
or over the 200 mark, you’re going to 
want stiffer springs, since they were not 
designed to handle that much bulk with 
bottoming. 

The action of the rear suspension was 
smooth, and followed the ground well. 
The return dampening was excellent. If 
you hit something hard and fast, the 
back end absorbed the shock quickly, 
but without allowing the seat to.slap you 
where it hurts. The Enduro 250 is a 
popular street machine in Spain and 
Italy, and comes equipped with buddy 
pegs. If you're going to ride two-up, the

Shocks are going to need stronger 
' springs. 
Montesa has always been noted as a 
, company that gives a lot of attention to 
craftsmanship and final product appear- 
ance. The brake hubs are а good 
example. They’re so highly polished that 
you can check out your victory smile by 
looking in the reflection before you start 
riding. When we first got our Enduro 250 
we noticed that the front brake wasn't 
working very well. We took it apart and 
found that the braking shoes were way

out of round. A little sanding brought 
the stopping power back up to snuff. 

The rear brake was a pleasure to live 
with. It stops the bike very quickly, but 
unlike a Japanese machine, the Mon- 
tesa's stopper has a lot of ''feel" to it. 
You get a lot of feedback through the 
pedal, and you can quickly work your 
braking expertise up to the point of 
stopping on a dime (not hard with a 
4.00x18). This might be extra fun when 
you're going into a time check. You 
could blast down the trail up until you 
are almost past the time check, then 
slam on your brakes. With a little 
practice you can add about 10 years to 
the life of your average scorecard 
puncher. Gives him something to talk 
about when he goes back into the home 
check too. 

With the front brake rounded and 
fixed, both ends of the bike helped in 
getting it stopped, except when you got 
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into some water. The backing plate on 
the rear brake allows a lot of water 
seepage when going through axle-deep 
stream crossings. We would suggest that 
you run the bike a little ways while 
applying the brakes to dry them out after 
crossing water. If you just blast through 


and don't hit the binders again until you . 


have to, you might find yourself in a 
rather sticky situation. Once you’ve given 
them a chance to heat up and dry out, 


they come back to life-as if eroding, 


happened. 





Padding was good up front, 
but much too thin in the rear.

The low speed maneuverability of the 
Enduro 250 is surprisingly accurate. 
Although you’re going to have to watch 
the bike to be sure that it doesn’t drop 
too low off the powerband, you can still 
enjoy a little slow trials-type riding. The 
frame geometry is such that you aren't ` 


_ forever helping the bike with your feet to 


get through tight squeezes between trees 
and boulders. It will turn quickly and 
accurately under five miles an hour. 

On high-speed runs, the Enduro 250 
isn't going to throw you into any inter- 
esting surprises. It uses the same frame 
as the motocross machine and is ex- 
tremely predictable and easy to ride 
when you're tapped out. The Enduro 
machine comes with a Metzler up front 
and a Cheng Shin on the rear. Where the 
Cappra washes out because of the Pirelli, 
the Enduro machine stays in its tracks. 
You can motocross this bike without 
worries about getting spit off. 

The seat on the Montesa produced 
mixed feedback from our test riders. Up 
by the gas tank it's soft and plush, 
allowing the rider to sink into the bike. 
For the enduroist who stands a lot and 
wants to sit only occasionally, this is fine. 
For those of you who would rather sit 
through the whole trip, you'll probably 
find that the soft section of the seat is 
going to be a little too uncomfortable 
after a while. 

Further back, where. you would 
normally put а passenger, the padding 
thins out considerably. It has a definite 
bottoming-out section at the very rear, 
giving you only about an inch of 
padding. If you happen to plonk yourself 
down on this part of the seat in the 
dealer's showroom, you're not going to 
like the accommodations. Move forward 
and the seat gradually gets softer and 
more comfortable. The taller riders in 
our group complained about the distinct 
lack of padding on the back of the seat. 
The shorter riders praised the excessive 
padding. 

As with the Montesa, the handlebars 
are coming over longer than most riders 
are accustomed to. Most buyers take the 
bike home and immediately get out the 
old hacksaw and cut the bars down to 
normal size. We found that with a spread 
of 34 inches from tip to tip, the bike was 
really comfortable. With the bars cut at 
that amount, the seat-peg-bar relation- 
ship was a nice medium for almost any 
rider. Try it at 36 inches and work your 
way down to where you like your arms to 
be spread. Just don't cut three inches off 
one side and two off the other. 

Montesa always throws in little'goodies 
on their machines; the kind of things 
that, once you find them, you sit down 
and wonder why no one ever thought of 
them before. For instance, the position- 
ing of the handlebars. You are given a 
machine with a numbered clamp. If you 
like position four and you do under your 
present set of bars, it's simply a matter of 


getting new bars and setting them in that 
same spot. 

The gas tank was s another pleasure for 
us. It’s wide and squatty, but it holds 
enough gas for a good run well over 100 
miles. When we first sat on the bike the 
tank seemed to be too large, almost over- 
shadowing the engine. Once underway, 
and with a few hours on the bike, the too- 
large feeling goes away. The cap isn’t 
threaded and makes for faster pit stops. 
Just pull it up and you’re ready to gas up. 
It will leak though if you’re carrying a 
full load and set the bike on the 
sidestand. The little balls inside the 
plastic cylinders allow the rider to turn 
the gas on and off while having his gloves 
on. The choke lever is also easily 
accessible. 
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With the exception of the kill button, all 
controls are easily switched on or off with 
gloves on. We felt that the button was too 
small to be operated with gloves on. Our 


theory was proved out after a couple of 


lay-downs on the throttle side. 

The tool kit is located under the airbox 
between the frame, and requires small 
hands to pull it out. There is a trick to it 
if you've got larger hands, but it's still 


` hard to get at. Once you take the kit 


apart and remove the tools, you can 
repack everything and it still fits back 
into the metal container. The Japanese 
have never perfected this art. 


The air filter is a Twin Air and reached . 


by removing the left side number plate by 
way of three large screws. We ran the 
bike up and down an eight-mile stretch 
of wet sandwash and then removed the

Interview:

MIN WEINER 


He's been called ‘Jammin’ Jimmy" 
—and for good reason. Jim Weinert is 
currently in the number one position in 
the open class after taking the plate last 
year on a Kawasaki. This year he's once 
again under the Yamaha banner after 
leaving in 1972. We were able to corner 
him at the Hangtown motocross races on 
the night before he was due to battle with 
the troops. After listening through our 
tapes twice we came to one conclusion 
—no one will ever accuse Jimmy Weinert 
of being soft-spoken. After reading the 
interview, we think you'll agree. 


PC: When did you actually get into 
motorcycling and when did you start 
racing? 

JW: Well, I started riding when I was six 
years old. I didn’t start racing until I was 
16, and I won my first 23 races. I went 
from amateur to expert in that time and I 
also did a little half-mile for Gary Nixon. 
For a while I bounced between half-mile 
and motocross, and finally decided to go 
all out for motocross. 


PC: When did you get your first factory 
ride? 

JW: І started riding for Yamaha in 1972 
when the Jones brothers were there and 
for me, the two years I spent with 
Yamaha were quite successful. After that 
I switched to Kawasaki and I would have 
done well with them the first year, except 
I had a lot of mechanical failures. The 
next year I still had mechanical failures, 
but I did get number one. That was good 
enough for me. 


PC: What was the main reason you 
switched from Kawasaki to Yamaha? 
Was it bike breakage problems? 

. JW: Partially, but I think that on Ше 
whole the Yamaha is a finer machine. 
Yamaha is a real racing company and I 
like that. That’s why I’m here. I want to 
race. And I know that they really want to 
race and they’re not going to let me 
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down. My bikes are always ready now. I 
got them about a week before Daytona, 
so I've had them for quite some time. 
We've got all the parts we need, and it's 
not any of this last minute stuff. Besides 
my mechanic Bill is good. 


PC: Do you think they're more prepared 
totally for racing than Kawasaki was 
when you were riding for them? 

JW: Oh, yes, definitely. 


PC: Being a factory rider there are cer- 
tain demands that you must meet on 
Sunday, but how do you occupy your 
time during the week to get ready for 
racing? 

JW: Well, I ride a little bit during the 
week and play racketball and a little golf, 
but not too much of anything else. If you 
do too much you get tired for the races on 
Sunday. 


PC: Do you follow any kind of training 
like Pierre Karsmakers does? 

JW: Wow, if I did that I wouldn't even 
be able to make the race on Sunday! 


PC: What about the weekend? Do you 
usually come to the track on Saturday? 

JW: Yes, I usually fly to the races if it's 
far away. I like to be there early on 
Saturday and just check out the area and 
the countryside and relax for Sunday. ` 


PC: Well, let's take tomorrow. How do 
you have it planned? 

JW: Oh, I don't know, I'm just there. I 
show up to race. I don't have anything 


planned. I don't like to plan, I don't like 


a schedule that much. I just know I've 
got to be there; I'm there, and I just kind 
of work around other people's things. It's 
easier that way. My time is more casual. 


PC: Do you sit down beforehand and 
look at who is going to be there and 
figure out who is going to give you a lot of 
trouble? : 


JW: Everybody is going to be tough to 


beat. There’re guys like Pierre and 
Ellis, DiStefano, Stackable, Eierstedt, 
Howerton. : 


РС: Let's take. Pierre. Do you have a 
definite plan just for him? 

JW: Oh, yeah. I’ve got a definite plan 
for everybody. I know exactly what every- 
one does. I’ve got it analyzed. I have to. 


PC: Do you know how the other guys are 
set mentally before they get to the track? 
JW: (laughter) Most of them are in 
pretty bad shape. A lot of guys are so 
bad, you can just go up and say some- 
thing to them and they fall apart. 


PC: Does the psyche game still play a 
part in racing motocross? 

JW: It doesn’t seem to be around that 
much this year, but last year it was pretty 
heavy. ee 


PC: Did you try to scramble anyone’s 
brains last year? 
JW: Definitely. 


PC: Who? 
JW: Everybody. 


PC: Can you give us an example? 
JW: No, I can't give away my racing 
secrets! \ 


PC: Let’s take DiStefano for example. 
He was your closest competition last year. 
Now he’s on the Suzuki team and has 
the money behind him. Do you feel that 
it will make a big difference for you now 
that he’s in that situation? 

JW: No, not really. The only difference 
is that now when he breaks down, he still 
gets paid. That’s the only difference. I 
look at it that way. I mean, it’s the same 
with me. When I break down, I still get 
money. А privateer breaks down and gets 
nothing. If you win and you don’t break 
down, you make more money. 


PC: Do you concentrate on pacing 
yourself during a 40-minute moto? 
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JW: I just go as fast as I have to go. I 
really don’t look at it as pacing myself. I 
г just go and don’t think of it as pacing. 


PC: If you get off the line and you're 

. running in the middle of the pack, do 
you just gas it to catch up right away? 
JW: Well, if I'm in the middle of the 
pack, I'm already in trouble. There's 
either something wrong, or I'm not rid- 
ing right that day. If I'm that far back 
I work my way to the front or as close to 
the front as I can get in 40 minutes. 


PC: Do you rely heavily on pit board 
signals from your mechanic? ` 
JW: No,Ican't read. 


PC: Really? 

JW: No. Actually I don't read pit boards 
that much. I don't think it really helps 
that much. I mean, if you don't know 
what you're supposed to do, you 
shouldn't be out there. You shouldn't 
have someone else telling you what to do, 
you should know yourself. I don't really 
see how anyone can read three sentences 
‘on a chalk board, unless of course, 
` you're in last spot and then you could 
come in and write your own messages. I 
think that the only time a pit board 
enters into the whole thing is when a guy 
is in the lead or fighting for the lead. 
Then it's important to know how much 
you're picking up each lap or how much 
another man is gaining on you. Then you 
have to pace yourself according to the 
chalk board. Nine times out of 10 you 
can't tell a rider anything he doesn't 
already know. 


PC: Do you think you have an edge over 
the other riders with your new Yamaha? 
JW: I think this year ГП have it 
managed. I was hoping tomorrow it 
wouldn't be this muddy so I could really 
see how good the bike actually goes. 


PC: How do you like the monoshock 
suspension system? 

JW: It’s really nice. It works, especially 
the new one. It's completely different 
from last year. The whole bike is dif- 
ferent—it's a good motorcycle. 


PC: This year you have the choice of 
going for the number one plate in all 


three classes due to the AMA rule. 


change. Are you still going to concen- 
trate on the open class? 

JW: I’m going for all of them. Every 
bike I race, I'm going for the number one 
plate. I'm not worried too much about 
the 125, because I'm going to miss too 
many of them. I’m just going to go as fast

as I can for as long as I can at each race. 
I'm going to have as much fun as I can 
and not get too serious, because if you 
get too serious, then the fun stops and it 
gets to be a regular job. I don't like to 
work. 


PC: When you go out practicing on your 
bike, do you use the works machine? 
JW: No, I've got production YZ models 
that I use. 


PC: Are they close to the factory bikes at 
all? 

JW: In certain ways they are. They've 
got the same basic frame geometry, 
they're a little heavier and haven't got the 
trick shock I have on the other bike, but 
basically they're the same. 


PC: Do you think the monoshock 
suspension system is going to be the hot 
setup in the future? 

JW: I think the monoshock is best be- 
cause of the way you can work with it: 
The ways you can vary the suspension 
conditions are almost unlimited. The 
way the monoshock is designed, it has an 
awful lot of possibilities. The internals of 
the shock are designed so that you can 
adjust the shock to any track, any rider, 
and any type of suspension that you 
want. And this year's machine is even 
better. There is no comparison between 
the bike I had at the Yamaha Superseries 
and the one I’ve got now. 


PC: What about front suspension? 

JW: We had problems with that at first, 
but now we've got it all figured out. 
We've got nine inches of travel, front and 
rear now. I think that one good example 
of the monoshock versus other shocks is 
that now we've got ours working just 
right, we've got the right jetting, spring, 
and dampening rate. How many guys do 


that with their shocks? It's always, ‘‘Let’s 


bolt those Bilsteins on and try them.” 
They're playing hit and miss. But we've 


„got the thing dialed right.in to where we 
-want it. If I say that I think we should 


tighten up on the dampening a little bit, 
my mechanic Bill goes and does it right 
away. It’s not just, “Сап you change the 
spring rate?’’ We can change the 
dampening and don’t have to change the 
spring. There’s a lot more leeway on 
adjusting our shock. When I first started 
racing with it, I didn’t know what was 
going on. But we started from scratch 
and worked from there, changing around 
to different things. All I have to know is 
if I need more gas, or a heavier spring or 
a different dampening rate. When I first 
got the bike, Bill and I went to three 
CMC races and had it dialed in the way I 
liked it by the third race. 


PC: How is the power on the new bike? 
JW: It's right off the bottom to almost 
the top, but not quite. I think we're 
really going to have a machine this year.

РС: Do you think a privateer could take 
a monoshock and dial it into where һе. 
could be competitive to what you’re 
riding now? 


JW: Sure. Get a C&J frame. Right 
there, you've got the bike lighter. Put a 
good set of front forks on it. Everyone is 
putting Maico front forks on the 
Yamaha now. I don't think it's so much 





the forks, but the triple clamps to hold 
them. The clamps now seem to let the 
forks flex a little too much. Fix that, and 
then get someone who knows a little

95O CC MOTOCROSS WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP: 


Probably, it all started several weeks 
ago—in Russia. The inter-meshing of 
events that determines the outcome of 
any World Championship Grand Prix 
began when current 250 World Champ 
Gunnady Moisseev crashed in practice 
and broke his arm in three places. The 
Russian motocross training camp near 
the Black Sea is reputed to be rough, but 
really.... 

The tempo of events picked up when 
Montesa's rising young Belgian star 
Raymond Boven broke his wrist in an 
International race the week before the 
Spanish 250 Grand Prix. Already, two of 
the probable top 10 finishers were not 
even in the first 40 starters. 

; And for Jim Pomeroy, focal point of 
Bultaco’s unofficial “Team Pomeroy,”

there was much to be done before the 
first Grand Prix of the 1975 season. 
There were jerseys and gloves to be 
picked up from Clice (they make a lot of 
Bultaco’s “Miura” products) which 
never did get in. Jim had to get his hair 
cut by Dany, mechanic Rubio's Belgian 
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bride of three months. We had to get 
Arnie Beamon (Jim's other mechanic) 
out of jail after he rammed the F46 
Mercedes-Hanomag diesel into a 
Spanish commuter on the way to 
Saturday practice. “1 almost missed him. 
Just clipped a corner of the truck," Arnie 
explained. And we had to get me on the 
international jury, without any help from 
the AMA, in order to look out for Jim's 
interests in the incredibly political world 
of the FIM. We were also supposed to go 
grocery shopping and didn't. 

The bikes were already complete and 
ready to go, examples of the finest 
motocross motorcycle Bultaco has ever 
built. This year, for the first time, Jim 
has a separate workshop apart from 
Bultaco's always-crowded competition 





department. It is here, hidden in the 
cavernous bowels of the factory, where 
Rubio, Arnie, and manager Andy 
Richman gather to prepare two 250 GP 
Bultacos. A bright, quiet young 
Spaniard, Manuel Marques, is part of 
the Grand Prix effort being mounted by 
and for Pomeroy. The rest of the Spanish 
workers at the factory refer to this 
“secret” enclave (where English is 
spoken as much as any other language) 
as "NASA" or “Cape Kennedy." 
Everything is neat, clean, well stocked,

and reasonably under control. Arnie 
complains because there is no solvent 
tank for washing parts. 

All of this points toward one goal: the 
250сс Motocross World Championship. 
Going into the Grand Prix season opener 
here in Spain, Pomeroy and Bultaco rank 
among the five or six possible 
combinations on this planet that have a 
realistic chance at the championship. 
Having gotten this far is already quite an 
accomplishment for both American rider 
and Spanish factory. 

The riders and bikes from a dozen

countries or more start to assemble on 
Saturday. The pits buzz with as many 
languages. The Spanish organizers (who 
are ironically an observed trials club) try 
to impose their particular brand of order’ 
on the events.

Bruneel, is at the Sabadell circuit, so 
special attention is paid to all the 
nit-picking FIM rules. Half the riders 
must cut their handlebars down to 84 
centimeters. 

Forty-eight hours later, the Spanish

America’s 250-class hope, Jim Pomeroy enjoys the 
Barcelona sights.

Three laps later he 
went down again, cancelling a good finish. 





250 GP will have resolved into general 
inconsistency. Only two riders will 
appear to be reasonably pleased. Belgian 
Harry Everts and German Willi Bauer tie 
for first overall in this GP with 22 points 
each. The decision is awarded to Everts 
on the basis of fastest total time for two 
motos. Under American rules, the win 
would have gone to Bauer as a result of 
his better last moto finish. Neither of 
them won a moto. Sometimes, this sport 
can be very arbitrary. 

It rained for three days before this 
Grand Prix, with only an occasional 
letup. Despite a track which had 
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Hakan Andersson will be a threat on his Yamaha again this 
season, аз he emphasized by winning the first moto. 
Leaking forks and a bad rear brake hampered his finish 


standing water on top of a foot or more of 
mud, Jim Pomeroy set fastest qualifying 
time—more than a second quicker than 
next-fastest Hakan Andersson. Jim 
looked very smooth on a mud track, and 
that usually spells fast. Hakan looked 
smooth; Everts looked fast but 
inconsistent; the Russians looked 
completely sideways and twice as wild; 
the track looked like pure hell. The 
Sabadell course is a very long true GP 
course with lots of abrupt ups and downs 
for bike and rider. Lap times run over 
three minutes for the GP riders in muddy 
conditions. Qualifying conditions were 





totally muddy. 

By the time the bikes started down the 
chute from the pre-grid area, the Spanish 
skies were crisp blue. The Spanish soil 
was still gloppy and brown. Pomeroy 
went first, picking a start spot for 
maximum traction provided beyond the 
gate. Immediately beside him sat 1973 
World Champion Hakan Andersson and 
40 other pilots. A sharp uphill jump 
loomed several hundred meters from the 
start gate. Inter-AMA winner Zdenek 
Velky got his works CZ there first, but it 
was no runaway holeshot. By the end of 
the first lap, Andersson, Thorleif Hansen 
on a new-design Kawasaki, and Pomeroy 
on the Pursang were all a bike length 
apart with Hakan only a bike length 
behind Velky. 

Three laps later Pomeroy was out of 
the moto and Anderson had the lead, 
which he would keep until time ran out. 
Jim and Thorleif collided. Jim crashed 
with Thorleif recovering, but damaging 
his Kaw to the point of retiring a few laps 
later. Jim remounted only to crash again 
half a lap later. It was then that he 
noticed that his handlebars were bent 
from the collision with Hansen. After 
consultation with the mechanics, 
Pomeroy concluded he could not ride 
into a points-paying position with bent 
handlebars, so he packed it in. Hakan 
just passed Velky. Later, the CZ had 
ignition problems and the young Czech 
retired. 

With Jim and Thorleif out, there was 
temporarily a fair-sized gap behind 
Hakan. Then Harry Everts came up from 
about sixth place and started closing on 
the Swede. Hakan turned up the burner

to hold off Harry and the two were off. 
Andersson’s newly-framed monoshock 
with an equally fresh engine design was 
steaming over the mud. Everts’ Puch was 
closing rapidly in his wake. It was an 
incredibly quick pace—faster than ever 
before for this early in the GP 
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season—that took them way ahead of 
anybody else. They maintained it for over 
30 minutes with Hakan keeping a 
two-length advantage at the checkered. 

Willi Bauer was surprisingly adept on 
a new-design RH Suzuki he’d gotten only 
one week before the GP. He kept passing 
until he got into third. There was no way 
anybody could catch Andersson and 
Everts. Bauer had to pass a resurgent 
and bearded Sylvain Geboers, now ona 
Husqvarna after a fall season of rebuffs 
from Suzuki. Sylvain looked entirely 
competent on his first Husky GP outing 
and finished a comfortable fourth ahead 
of CZ’s Jaroslav Falta. 

Six-time 250 World Champion Joel 
Robert has been described lately as being 
“washed-up,” “finished,” etc., and so 
on. Riding effortlessly, almost casually, 
to an eighth in a GP moto would seem to 
indicate otherwise. He came back to 
finish seventh in the second leg. That 
ranked him fourth overall under the 
inappropriate Olympic scoring system 
misused in Spain and fifth overall in FIM 
GP points. Washed up? The new works 
Suzukis are also much better than the 
1974 machines. 

Adolf Weil made only two laps in the 
first moto. He compensated for it by 
grabbing the holeshot in the second leg 
and holding a comfortable lead all the 





way to the black and white flag. Hakan 
crashed in the mud in the sixth lap and 
that left only Willi Bauer and Harry 
Everts to seriously threaten his win. The 
threat never materialized and Adolf kept 
building a cushion that amounted to over 
12 seconds at the finish line. The 
36-year-old stalwart of the Maico works 
team looked very together and much 
smoother than in the 1974 Trans-AMA 
series. Pomeroy, Hansen, Everts, and 
Bauer were in a tight pack behind Adolf 
during the opening laps of moto two. 
Pomeroy’s second moto ended when he 
came up to lap an Italian rider after 
making six or seven laps in fifth place. 
The Italian grabbed the inside line and 
wouldn’t let Jim by. Jim went to the 
outside going into a tricky, bumpy uphill 
left-hander but the other pilot still 
wouldn’t shut off and forced Pomeroy 
over the berm and into the muck outside 
the track. The congealing concrete 
grabbed both of the Bultaco’s wheels and 
Jim stalled the engine, then flooded it 
trying to restart. He had been looking 
very strong up to that point. What should 
have been a third and a fifth in the two 
motos degenerated into a pair of DNFs. 
This time it was Bauer who had the 
advantage over Everts. Willi had already 
established himself in second while 
Hairy was back about sixth. He passed 
Robert and Uno Palm (on Husqvarna) 
but Thorleif Hansen was blocking his 
further progress. Lap after lap, Everts 
attacked the big blonde Swede with the 
American sense of humor. Thorleif 
didn't give an inch. Then coming off the 





steep double-jump downhill, Harry held 
the Puch open to the limit of control and 
swept past on the outside. Down the 
long, muddy start-finish straight, 
Thorleif passed him back. They 

hit the launching ramp jump at the end 
of the straight almost side by side as 
Hansen shut off just a millisecond 
sooner. Harry got the Puch back on the 
ground first and made it to the corner 
inside Thorlief. Thorlief tried to cut back 
inside Harry exiting the turn but it didn’t 
work. Everts was ahead to stay. That 
move brought Harry Everts the win in th 


first 250 GP of 1975. A

For the professional motocross spec- 
tator, there are only three races that he 
must attend on the West Coast. The 
Superbowl, the Carlsbad GP, and the 
Hangtown Classic. If you live anywhere 
from Salt Lake City to points westward 
and you don’t show up to either race or 
spectate at Hangtown, you are either 
considered to have forsaken motorcycles 
for checkers, gone into show business, or 
took that final big endo. Hangtown is not 
only a race. It’s a meeting of the

masses—the motocross masses. 

Last year the Dirt Diggers North MC 
had about 23,000 people show up at their 
race. It was a combination 125, 250 and 
500 National opener. This year the 500 
class was dropped but everyone who was 
anyone in motocross racing was still 
there. The DDNMC have a phrase they 
like to use that goes “God always smiles 
on the Dirt Diggers." Unfortunately He 
took a vacation to the Bahamas or they 
probably forgot to send Him his 
invitation. The club ran up against a few 
problems. The first thing to crop up was 
rain. Naturally, since they hold the race 


The mud tired out many riders, 
resulting in actions like this. 
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in Plymouth, Calif., at the bottom of the 
Sierra Nevadas, the rain quickly turned 
to hail, then sleet, then all-out snow. 
Sunday morning riders and spectators 
were greeted with snow anywhere 
between three inches and a good foot in 
depth.

the 125 machines were going to be sitting 
beside the fence long before the moto was 
over. When the final results were posted, 
only nine of the original 40 riders 
finished both motos. 

In the first 125 moto, the riders slipped 
and crashed their way through the first 
turn with Tommy Croft taking the lead 
on his first big race after signing with the 
Honda Factory Team. Croft held on for 
two laps, but due to the demanding mud 
and an old hand injury, he dropped back 
from the front running. Tim Hart, who 
was running a close second, took over the 
lead immediately and proceeded to build 
up a 36-second lead over second-place 
rider Marty Moates on a Honda. Moates 
had his own problems with Doug Raines 
on a Kawasaki. Both riders would be 
slipping агойла the course, practically 
holding each other up, while still racing 
into the next corner. What they didn’t 
realize was that Bruce McDougal was 
determined to catch his teammate Hart 
and was suddenly behind the two 
battling riders. As all three made a lap 
together, the positions quickly changed. 
Moates dropped back from the front 
running, McDougal got by Raines and 
headed downtrack towards Hart. 

Even further back from the front 
runners were Danny Turner and Marty 
Smith. They were running closely 
together, but neither machine seemed to 
be able to get the horsepower or traction 
to the ground to pull away. Together they 
were setting some pretty fast laps, 
quicker than the leader Hart. Turner, 
who lives locally in Placerville, had more 
mud experience than Smith, and even- 
tually got a little ground on the National 
No. 1 rider. After fighting with the likes 
of Smith, Turner had picked up an 
extremely quick pace and passed Raines 
for third position quite easily. He 
continued to leave the throttle set at the 
WFO setting, latching onto McDougal 
and trying to get around him on each 
corner. 

As the two came by the finish area, 
McDougal’s chain came off due to the 
extreme mud. Turner continued on, 
setting his sights on Hart. Before Bruce 
could get his machine running again, he 
had dropped back to fourth place. 

Luck was on Turner's side, for it was 
evident that he didn't have enough time 
left in the moto to close the gap between 
himself and Hart. But Tim momentarily 
lost his chain and Turner slipped by on 
the white flag lap to take over the lead. 
Although he was up and running 
quickly, he couldn't make up the time he 
lost on the chain problem. Turner easily 
took the checkered flag, much to the 
delight of the local fans who were rooting 
for the Placerville youngster to topple the 
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big-buck factory teams. While both 
Yamaha riders were stopped on the 
course with the same problem, Doug 
Raines used the opportunity to move 
himself up to second at the finish. Hart 
came through in third place, not in the 
best of moods. McDougal finished 
fourth, with Marty Smith taking the fifth 
spot. Smith, not a muddy track favorite, 
started in fifth position, slipped back to 
eighth and regained his fifth spot by the 
time the checkered came out. 

Tim Hart wanted to make good his 
problems in the first moto. He was 
determined to show everyone who was

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the fastest rider in the 125 class. He got 
an excellent opportunity on the second 
moto when he came through the first 
corner handlebar to kneecap with Morty 
Smith.

Hart slipped (paddled?) by and 
proceeded to turn the throttle wide open, 
never to move it from that spot until the 
checkered flag. To say he dominated the 
moto would be an understatement. 
When the checkered flag came out 40 
minutes later, Hart had lapped the entire 
field except for Smith! There was only a

A good place to work on your bike has been a lifelong prob- 
lem with motorcyclists ever since the dirt bike was invented. 
Sure, you can always put it on the kickstand and work on 
it, but eventually you’re going to visit the doctor with a bent 
back that puts your head at a permanent carburetor level. 

The Mark Charles stand, designed and manufacturered by 
Motocross National #84 Bryar Holcomb, cures that problem. 
And it works well enough so that every garage should have one. 
All you do is set up the stand, push the bike up the ramp, let the 
loop catch the bars. The bike is immediately in a good working 
position. As a matter of fact you can take a bike, and with one 
of the Mark Charles rear wheel stands, remove everything 
except for the frame and the handlebars without taking the 
bike off the stand. 

The entire unit folds up rather compactly so that you can 
stuff it into the back of your van and take it to the races with 
you. The three legs fit inside the working table, the loop slides 
through the table, and you’ve got your very own compact 
movable garage. 

If you’ve ever been to a Trans-AMA race you’ve probably 
seen these stands in the pits. Every factory team, except for 
Suzuki, is using the Mark Charles bike stand to work on their 
factory bikes between motos. |

you're a dealer, or just want a bigger platform, Mark Charles 
manufactures a five-foot unit. You can fit the average size bike 
on the four-foot job, but the five-footer will accept those bigger 
machines and is a little easier to work with. 

Mark Charles also manufactures a floor stand that operates 
on the same principle as the four-foot platform stand. Just set 
the loop on the ground vertically and push your bike up into it. 
Slip a rear wheel stand under and you can take the bike apart 
completely. 

For the minibike people, there is also a rear wheel stand and 
an adaptor so that you can use your bike on the main working 
platform. The rear wheel stand is narrower so that it can latch 
on to your swingarm. Maybe you and your big brother would 
like to go in together for the price. 

TT and Flat Track riders aren't left out in the cold either. 
There is a floor stand that can be used for both. It's larger than 
the stocker and allows you to get those wide engines through 
the loop and off the ground. 

Bryar is also going to introduce a new five-foot loading ramp 
(for vans only) that will retail for about half of what the other 
guys are asking. Incidentally, none of the equipment that Mark 
Charles manufactures is made of aluminum. Everything is good 
sturdy steel so that you can weld to it and never lose sleep about 
it bending someday. 

When we first saw the Mark Charles stand and accessories 
we were just going to slip it into the new products section, but 
after trying one out, we just had to devote more space to it. It 
isn't cheap (approximately $120 for the four-foot platform with 
ramp, loop and legs) but the craftsmanship and attention to 
details is top rate. We would suggest this little gem to any 
serious dirt fanatic who really wants to work on his bike in 
comfort and ease. If you or your dealer might be interested,

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Just about every motorcycle manufacturer claims the current 
machine they’re selling is the same one used by their factory rider 
of last year, Benzini Gasolini, to capture fourteenth place in the 
world championship chase. “Yessir,” the salesman will say, “Зее 
that clutch lever, it took Ol’ Benzo, as we call him, six months of 
hard design work to come up with that power bend in the lever. 
He guarantees it'll cut four seconds off your lap time." Sure it 
will, and 1971 Suzuki Cyclones handle too. 

The problem stems from the factory representative who was by 
the shop to tell the various salesmen about the new motorcycles. 
He knows that in most cases the salesmen drive to work in 1947 
DeSotos and haven’t been near a motorcycle since the “К” 
model Harleys. So he tells these dudes all the “good” points 
about the bike he sells. The salesmen will not only pass along 
everything he hears, but chances are he was standing next to the 
parts counter when the local 100cc pit racing champion came 
in to buy a new spark plug. This 
guy made up some outrageous 
flack and passed it along to 
the salesman, who incorpo- 
rated it into his sales spiel. 
You end up with the fast- 
est clutch lever in the whole 
universe, to say nothing 
about your town. 

With the 360 Husky, 
Husqvarna doesn’t say 
they’re selling you 
the same bike Mik- 
kola used last year, 
but they will go so 
far as to say the 
suspension is the 
same, which it is, 























and that various machines they’ve pulled off the production line 
make more power than the ones he used, which they do. In short, 
you get basically the same machine that captured the World 
Championship last year in the 500cc class. What you don’t get is 
Mikkola’s riding talent—that you have to acquire for yourself. 

It seems that the first thing racers nowadays are interested in is 
the weight, or the lack of it to be more proper. Tipping the scales 
at just under 212 Ibs. dry, the Husky is as light as anything going 
in the open class, give or take a pound or two. They've put 45 
percent of the weight on the front wheel, and of course the other 
55 percent is at the rear. If you like to do wheelies this scooter 
will do them in first, second, third, fourth, fifth, and if you have 
the talent to get it up, in sixth. Weight definitely isn't a problem. 

Handling usually is the next thing a rider is interested in. The 
Husky won't disappoint him. Like last year's works bikes, the 
360 has forward-mounted shocks. Primarily they're moved up 
at the top; the attachment point on the swingarm is just about 
the same location as always. The mounting point at the top is 
far enough forward to allow the shocks to lay forward at about 
a 45-degree angle. The shocks are gas-filled Girlings designed 
by Husqvarna and built by the English company. Spring sack- 

ing has been a problem in the past with 
Girling springs, so Husky winds in their own

"t lasts more than 15 minutes. Actually they seem 


to last quite well, at least as good as any offered 
by aftermarket manufacturers.

last year. We don’t know if our test bike 
does, but it has more go-power than just 
about anything we've ever ridden. In 
fact, like most open bikes, it has more 
"power than the average rider can use. 
Face it, there probably aren't 25 riders in 
the world who can get the maximum 
performance out of a good running open 
bike. Wheelspin can be introduced in 
any of the first three gears at will. Just 
twist the throttle and roostertail anybody 
that is foolish enough to be following in 
your tracks. 
In the early production run of the 
360s, the lower ends were set up very 


tightly. Because most riders don't take ` 


the time to break the engine in properly, 
there was a small problem with the.lower 
ends tying up if the rider got on the gas 
too hard, too soon. In order to ease the 
situation, Husqvarna has changed the 
material used in the lower end bearing 
cage. Bronze is used, and this in con- 
junction with the proper break-in (which 
Husky says is very important), will cure 
any sudden stops of the stuff that goes

In showroom form the 360 runs too 
` rich in the midrange. In the 36mm Bing 
you'll find a No. 318 needle jet. Husky 
has found a No. 316 to be the answer. 
Under no circumstances should you try 
to remedy the rich mixture by lowering 
the needle. This can cause all kinds of 
expensive noises to happen inside the 
magnesium engine cases. Leave the 
. needle in the stock position and change 
the needle jet; that will solve the problem 
and keep the engine happy. 
Another thing Husky wants you to do 
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is to check the tightness of the nut hold- 
ing on the flywheel after 12 to 15 miles of 
initial riding. Chances are that it won't 
loosen up, but why take the chance? 
Threads on the nut are left-handed. 

Like the 250 we tested, the 360 is reed 
valve inducted. This accounts for much 
of the clean running of the bike. If you 
wanted you could set the carburetor up 
to allow the bike to idle without fouling 
the plug, such is the efficiency of the 
reeds. Also, the torque band of the 
engine is increased with the reed valve 
induction. This is because the reeds 
operate like a one-way valve. They allow 
the mixture into the crankcases but they 
don't let it come back out the carburetor 
like a piston port engine will. This way 


This machine could get you in and out of a 
turn as fast and quick as you dared.

the mixture won’t get too rich at the 
lower engine speeds. It might seem like a 
small thing but it’s this that allows the 
engine to clean out and pull from 2500 
instead of 3500 revs. s 

Of course the transmission has six 
gears but only five are meant to be used 
at any given course, unless you're looking 
at a quarter mile or longer straightaway. 
If the track is short, twisty, and filled 
with many nasty 180-degree turns, then 
Husky suggests you gear the bike so 
you'll use the first five. There's a fairly 
large step between first and second; first 
is perfect for blasting out of really tight 
corners. i 

On the other hand, if the course has 
fairly long straights and sweeping 


` corners, the really outstanding owner's 
manual then offers the opinion that you 
should gear the bike so the top five are 
used. All five top speeds are close to- 
gether and you'll have a gear for any 
situation. In our opinion it doesn't make 
a great deal of difference how you gear 
it. What with the wide torque band the 
engine produces, we think you'll always 
have a gear for any situation, maybe 


even two gears. This bike is definitely а, 


torquey beast. 
There are some changes in the clutch 
this year. For openers it's all magnesium 


and it runs on needle bearings instead of \ 


a bushing. Best of all, the clutch adjust- 
ment has been made as simple as that 
found on the various Japanese bikes. 
Now, instead of having to true up the 
clutch by adjusting the tension on the 
springs, spacers have been added so all 


In the past you coüld always tell the 
Husky troops, they had a silver streak on 
their leathers on the inside of the right 
leg, and the inside of the left leg looked 
much like the hide of a just-branded 
cow, and got about as hot. And so, more 
tradition passes into history. 

So far we've said nothing but good 
things about the machine. Like every- 
thing good, it has its bad points too. The 
first thing to come to mind is the kick- 


starter. It's mounted high up on the left . 


side of the transmission cases and 
anyone with a foot size larger than three 
will have trouble kicking the bike over. 
After about a 90-degree arc your foot hits 
the footpeg, sometimes knocking your 
foot off the kickstarter, which then 
comes back up and hits you in the calf 
—smarts like a good thing. 

We also weren't overjoyed with the

you have to do is screw the nuts all the 
way in until they're tight. That puts 
everything in its proper place. There are 
also rubber grommets in the back of the 
clutch to take up the shock forces from 
the engine. | 

One nice thing Husky has done is to 
include Magura levers and one of their 
quick throttles. The lever covers fit 
tightly and do a good job of keeping the 
mung out of the pivot points. The gas 
tank is made from aluminum and the 
backing plates for both brakes plus the 
air cleaner, are made from magnesium. 
Husky hasn’t spared the horses in trying 
to keep the weight down. The side stand 
keeps out of the way when the bike is 
being ridden, plus it does keep the bike 
upright when stationary. 

Other nice touches include the un- 
breakable plastic fenders and the fact 
that finally this year Husky has got their 
act together and moved the pipe and air 
cleaner out of the way of the rider’s legs.

' seat. It's harder than it has to be; may- 


be Heikki stands up all of the time. If so, 
we know why. If he sits down a lot, well, 
those Finns must be tough. 

The bike is equipped with a kill but- 
ton, but of course it doesn’t work if the 
bike is laying on its side and the mill is 
running full chat. It grounds the Femsa 
electronic ignition system through the 
steering head and at maximum revs the 
ball bearings vibrate so badly that good 
contact isn't made, and thus the button 
doesn't do its job. However, this is true 
with any bike that has a good electronic 
ignition unless a second wire is run to, 
and grounded on, the frame itself. Ain't 
no big thing, just don't fall down on the 
right side of the bike. 

The Husky 360 GP is one dynamite 
motorcycle, but like most good things it 
costs. Base price on the scoot is $1895, 
which isn't cheap. Stop and think about 
it though; for all practical purposes 
you're getting the same bike that last 
year's world champ rode to victory. If 
it was good enough for Heikki Mikkola 
it should be good enough for you; it 
was good enough for us, and we're not

Project — 
Big-Bore Thumper 


Some time ago PC ran a project four-stroke 125 motocrosser and we received quite a bit of mail about the concept of converting the 
small-bore thumper into a motocross machine. Later we ran a three-part story on how an XR-75 could be the ultimate minicrosser. 
This time we have decided to jump into the field of the big-bore motocrossers with a four-stroke machine. 

As in the past we selected a Honda engine to be the powerplant in this project since it is the only engine which has a large number of 
aftermarket performance parts manufactured for it. Our aim was to make a motocross machine which would be competitive with any 

# of the big-bore machinery around. 

Let’s get right into it and take a look at the engine. We got in touch with Powroll Performance Products Inc., in Bend, Oregon and 
told them what we had in mind. They sent us assorted goodies to modify a XL-350 engine into a real screamer. 

_ After talking Honda out of a used XL-350, we were on the way. What follows is a photo story on how the new parts were 
incorporated into the new engine. :

Modified knobbies and huge rear sprockets are 
standard equipment for the exotic hillclimb machines. 


For 51 weeks of the year a mountain in 
Bluffdale, Utah, just stands there being 
a mountain. Then comes that special 
week in April when it suddenly turns into 
the most important place on earth for a 
group of dedicated motorcyclists known 
as hillclimbers. Like pilgrims headed for 
a holy shrine, they come from all over the 
country to their mecca in Northern Utah. 
It’s time for the Widowmaker Hillclimb! 

More than 12,000 made the trek this 
year, but only about 600 elected to travel 
that extra 1500 feet that would take them 
to the crest. The others were content to 
sit back and watch the brave few attempt 
the final distance of just over a quarter 
of a mile. 

The day dawned clear and bright, but 
a light wind blowing over the snowy 
mountains surrounding the 
Widowmaker kept people huddled 
tightly around small campfires. 
Throughout the crowd, men and women 
in bright purple jackets rushed about, 
members of the Bees’ Motorcycle Club. 
They were sponsoring the big event, and 
with such a large crowd, there were 
plenty of last-minute chores to be done, 
final inspections to be made, anda 
million small problems to be solved. 

A large plateau spread out below the 
big mountain; most of this area would be 
used for spectator parking. Close to the 
Базе of the hill was the pit area; sections 
were roped off to serve as staging areas, 
and groups of various sizes had also 
roped off areas to serve as their own 
headquarters. Large banners, some quite 
professional looking, others obviously 
homemade, proclaimed that the riders 
had traveled long distances for this race. 
There were hillclimbers from Texas and 
Illinois. The Saddleback Hillclimbers’ 
Association and the JMI Racing Team 
were there from California. The Bees’ 
and the Desert Foxes were on hand, and 
there were other riders from as far away 
as Maryland and Florida. Several 
even came down from Canada for this 
big event, 

With perfect weather and hill 
conditions, the day looked to be one of 
broken records. This is the 12th Annual 
Widowmaker, but only the third run on 
this particular hill. It has remained 
untopped, and the high mark, set in 
1974, was a mere 742 feet. 

When Wes Evans, on a 250 Bultaco, 
powered all the way to the 695-foot 
mark to win his class, spectators began 
to hope someone would go all the way 
over the top. As the bikes got bigger, the 
high mark on the hill inched higher. 
Easy stairstep rises were quickly worn 
into steep ruts as the bikers tried for the 
crest. It wasn't until the Open Expert 
class that someone finally made it over 
the 800-foot mark. That still left a lot of 
hills untouched. The old record had 
fallen, but the Widowmaker was still 
unconquered. 

Time was running short. So many 
competitors came to test their bikes that 





what had been billed as a race against a 
mountain was turning into a duel with 
time the opponent. The Open Expert 
class was limited to a single run at the 
hill in order to assure time for the 
Exhibition class. 

It was late afternoon when the biggest 
bikes were called to the line. These were 
the fuel burners, the chain carriers, the 
highly modified, highly specialized bikes 
of all sizes. Some as small as 250cc felt 
they might have a chance with gas tanks 
loaded with exotic fuel mixtures. Others 
ranged in size to over 1200cc. Two 
carried chains, hoping for extra traction. 
Many had special tire tread designs, both 
commercial and individually cut. If any 
bike could top the Widowmaker, it 
would be one of these, and the riders had

only one chance to do their best. Again, 
because of the late hour, there would be 
no second run. 

Nearly 60 riders who felt that they had 
a chance at the top of the hill gathered in 
the staging area. There were Triumphs, 
Huskys and Bultacos, Nortons and 
Hondas. Some old Harleys were 
scattered in the group, and there were 
Maicos and Yamahas. 

Bike after bike bombed out. At last 
Steve Picatti, who had been disqualified 
in the Open Expert class for running 
fuel, was on the line with his 750 
Triumph. Anyone who follows hill- 
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climbing knows that Picatti is a hard 
man to stop. His bike is in top condition, 
and he is an outstanding rider. He got off 
to a great start and just kept going. He 
got past the 900-foot mark, the first one 
to go so high. 

The bike flipped upward and settled 
down at 948 feet, one inch. Not over, but 
a new record and a good chance for the 
win in the Exhibition class. 

There were still nearly 40 riders on the 
line, many of them top contenders, many 
of them already class winners. But they 
couldn’t match Picatti’s run. It came 
down to the final two runs of the day. 
Both Southern California riders, both 
mounted on super bikes, both burning 
strong fuel mixtures. 

Ron Standeven, mounted on an 836cc 
Honda and riding for the JMI Racing 
Team, came to the line. He climbed past 
the 800-foot marker, past the 900. He 
passed Picatti’s mark and was still 
running strong, then suddenly he had 
trouble. The front tire began to wobble 
slightly, then the bike got more erratic. 
The mark was 984 feet, eight inches, 
another new record. 

Teammate Neal Mackel was the only 
rider left to make a run. Like Picatti, 
Mackel was riding a 750 Triumph, was 
noted as a top climber, and had even 
been an overall winner on the 
Widowmaker in years past. Mackel’s 
bike made a good run, passed the 900- 
foot mark, but he failed to beat out

Picatti and Standeven. His score, 903 
feet, nine inches, was good enough to 
assure his third place trophy and to give 
California a sweep in the Exhibition class. 

The trophy presentation, haunted by a 
foulup with the manufacturer (but made 
good by the Bees’) was held in near- 
darkness in the pit area. The day had 
proved to be an outstanding one for the 
riders from California, especially those 
with the Saddleback Hillclimbers’ 
Association and the JMI Racing Team. 

California riders took first and second 
in the 250 Expert and 500 Expert classes, 
second and third in the Open Expert 
class and first, second and third in the 
Exhibition class. 

Top trophy in the 100 Expert class 
went to Kris Morgan of Utah. In the 125 
Expert it was Gary Chandler of Texas. 
Utah’s Dan Lechtenberg walked off with 
the 200 Expert class. Wes Evans of 
California grabbed away the 250 Expert 
trophy, with the 500 Expert being won by 
his teammate Kerry Peterson. 

In the Open Expert class, top winner 
was Harold Odegaard of North Dakota 
on a 1250cc Harley, and the Californians 
swept the Exhibition class, with 
Standeven first, Picatti second and 
Mackel third. 

It will all be new again next year. The 
weather will change and the hill will gain 
new idiosyncrasies. But the riders will 
also gain more experience, their bikes 
will be just a bit more exotic, and they 
will try again. In hillclimbing the 
Widowmaker is still mecca, still the 
place to be when the competition gets 
underway. The pilgrims will return! E 
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WIDOWMAKER RESULTS

A lot of the press presentations that we 
go to are, to put it nicely, a bit boring. 
You sit through hours of technical in- 
formation, most of which you already 
know. Then various members of the 
organization get up on the stand and tell 
you how great their machine is, the 
miracles it performs, and their plan to 
take over the world market this year. 

However, Suzuki is taking a different 
approach, something that the other 
manufacturers should take a look at. In- 
stead of sitting everyone down in a stuffy 
auditorium and reeling off hours of info, 
U.S. Suzuki got together 21 new RM 125 
motocrossers, called up all the press and 
said, “Неу, do you guys want to go 
riding?" 

We were first fed breakfast, after 
which there was a brief but informative 
tech meeting. Not the usual garbage, but 
they only told us what the changes are. 
Most of the statements were followed by 
"Well, you'll see when you get out there 
and ride the bike." 

The big change for the RM 125 is the 
suspension. The rear end has been given 
the laid-down shock treatment. A 
combination gas/oil shock manufac- 
tured by Kioba sits at a 36-degree angle 
on the rear swingarm. It is mounted 
farther up on the bottom than last year's 
shock, and the top mount is located 
about midpoint of the seat. With the 
shock in that position, the RM is getting

close to 7% inches of travel. Both the 
preload rate and the dampening are 
adjustable. The shocks are mounted 
upside down, to reduce unsprung weight. 

Front suspension has also been 
changed, now offering longer forks and 
more travel to keep it in tune with the 
rear. The rake and trail are 29 degrees 
and 4.4 inches, respectively. As with the 
rear, the front forks offer 71⁄2 inches of 
bounce reduction. 

The majority of the engine changes lie 
inside the cylinder. Using a six-port 
system, the Suzuki RM has gained mid-

range, top end and a bit on the bottom. 
The power inside comes from three large 
holes, with a bridge in between so that 
the rings on the piston won't get hung up 
and ruin your day. You've got six holes 
sucking up the gas/air mixture into the 
combustion chamber. Set in groups of 
two on both sides of the cylinder, a dif- 
ferent set of ports performs a different 
function. For instance, when you're 
really screaming the 125, the top ports, 
which are the most radical and largest, 
are pulling most of the mixture through. 
Lug it around and the bottom two ports 
get most of the action. 

Surprisingly, Suzuki decided to retain 
the five-speed gearbox that was featured 
on past machines. At first we felt that 
five would be a bit too restrictive, think- 
ing about the Elsinore's six speeds. After 
riding the machine, we found that the 
gears were spaced well, and matched the 
improved powerband. It worked out to 
be a nice smooth combination. Suzuki 
put a lot of time and research into 
making a cylinder that would match the 
existing gearbox, instead of adding 
another gear so that your left leg gets a 
better workout. Instead of downshifting 
three times, you only go through two

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steps on the shifter. 

Carburetion has gotten a little boost, 
adding 2mm to the throat bore. It’s now 
a 28mm thirst quencher. One of the 
drawbacks is the new choke lever. It’s the 
rod type like found on the YZ Yamahas, 
which you pull up and then turn to 
engage the enrichening device. It’s hard 
to grab the small rod with gloves on. You 
can, however, go down to your Suzuki 
dealer and buy the old push-down choke 
lever. It will fit on the new carb. 





In addition to the suspension changes, 
the RM has a six-port cylinder that is 
perfectly matched to the five-speed 
gear box. 


The pipe has been redesigned, short- 
ened and pulled down lower to the 
ground. It’s a pressed unit, having two 
halves instead of individual cones. You 
might want to keep your eyes on the 
section of pipe that travels under the 
footpeg. It is there that the most critical 
bend exists, and if any cracking or 
breakage occur, chances are it will show 
up there first. 

At the end of the pipe is a small 
silencer (that doesn’t). The bike is still a 
bit too noisy for our taste, running a 
close second to the Elsinore in the “Се! 
your neighbors against уои” contest. The 
pipe is mounted by way of springs into 
the cylinder and the usual frame bracket 
back behind the footpegs. 

The tank remains the same, although 
there is a new decal this year. The pet- 
cock is new, having a different mounting 
location and new fuel-line lead. It's still 
mounted on the lefthand side of the 
tank, where it should be. The seat has 
gained additional padding in the rear, 
gradually sloping upwards at the very 
back. “КМ 125” is printed on both sides 
of the seat. 

Last year's fenders worked fine, so 
Suzuki ordered more for this year's 
machine. There is no loop holding the 
fender onto the back frame section, an 
added plus for riders who get a little too 
over-anxious with the throttle at times. 
The side number plates bulge out to 
accommodate the shocks in their new 
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position. If you look straight down at the 
RM, it looks like it’s about six months 
pregnant. 

Now to answer the big question. Does 
it go fast? Yes and no. It is a very quick 
125, but the Honda, with its other gear, 
will pull it down a flat dirt road. In fifth 
gear on both machines, the Suzuki goes 
just a bit faster. Take sixth away from 
the Honda and the Suzuki goes faster. 
Give the sixth speed to the RM and it will 
pull the CR in sixth. 

In rough terrain, the Suzuki in stock 
trim will pull the Honda in stock trim. 
The Elsinore has a tendency to bounce 
around in the rear when you're accel- 
erating over bumpy terrain. Not too 
much, but enough to slow it down. The 
Suzuki keeps the back wheel down, 
getting more power to the ground. Given 
equal riders, the Suzuki should pull the 
Honda, due to the Elsinore's slight 
twitch. 

When we first rode the bike, the front 
end was searching all over the track. A 
quick change of fork oil to a heavier 
grade cured most of the problem but it 
didn't completely disappear. We felt that 
the rake and trail were in just a bit too 
much, allowing the front to twitch about. 
Strangely, a rider doesn't notice it as 
much as a spectator. When you're on the

bike, it doesn't seem to be too obvious. It 
searches a little, but nothing to be really 
concerned about. When you're watching 
from the side of the track, the front end 
business is evident. With the changed 
oil, you cure most of it, and it shouldn't 
hamper your riding style. 

The handling of the RM 125 has been 
greatly improved over the past TM. It 
now wants to zing in and out of a corner 
before you realize it. Where the front end 
is a slight bother on the straightaways, it 
more than makes up for it in the corners. 
Going back to the sharp rake and trail of 
the front end, you are getting a handling 
package that turns quicker and more 
precisely, much like a YZ Yamaha. The 
best cornering technique we found with 
the machine was to smash into a berm 
very hard with the throttle on. Just before 
impact, a quick twitch of the front end 
will turn the 125 around and head it back 
down the next straightaway. This model 
turns better than most of the 125 
machines we've tested. It's extremely 
quick, giving you a lot less time spent 
changing directions. If you select the 
right gear going into the corner, you can 
smash the berm and come out accelerat- 
ing at the best powerband position. The 
bike will shave off a lot of seconds on 
your lap times using this method. 

For riders who don't like the bomb-in, 
fly-out approach, the Suzuki RM 125 
will ride the entire berm. It's a coopera- 
tive machine and won't throw in little 
surprises to spice up your life. Again, if 
you want to use the whole berm (usually 
a bad choice) the front wheel will do a bit 
of searching, but stays basically where it 
belongs. It likes to wander, but it gets the 
job done well. 

We also found that the Suzuki doesn't 
like to pull off those gigantic flying shots 
over big jumps. It enjoys keeping the 
wheels on the ground, especially in the 
rough. If you're going off a jump on your 
present mount and landing five feet 
out, you'll probably return to earth about 
a foot and a half sooner on the Suzuki. 
This not only gives you the advantage of 
having control sooner, but it also allows 
you to turn on the throttle and get power 
to the ground much quicker. 

The brakes on the bike will stop the 
machine well, and are getting more 
precise each year. We were impressed 
mostly when the rear brake was being 
worked hard. It's getting to the point 
that you can feel excellent feedback by 
pressing the pedal with only your toes. 
To the rider, this means that he can tell 
when the brake is working right and 
when it's skipping across the top of the 
ground. 

We had problems with the front brake 
at first, due to the grip design and size. 
The grips are the waffle type, and for 
some reason are hard to let loose of. 
They're “sticky” to the point that if you 
try to reach for the front brake, your 
fingers want to stay on the grip instead. 


We would suggest you change to some 
better grips that have a good design and 
are a bit longer. Don’t destroy the stock 
Suzuki grips—they work fantastic in 
extremely muddy races. 

For best results at the starting gate, 
the old “‘screw the throttle on almost all 
Ше way" method works the best. If you 
rev the 125 to a little under mid-throttle 
and drop the clutch, it will die and load 
up at the line. A little more throttle and a 
couple of slips with the clutch was the 
best way out of the hole. Speed shifting, 
or shifting with the clutch while leaving 
the throttle wide open, was the best way 
to get the bike down the straightaway 
quickly. 

As with most other bikes, there were a

few things that we could change on the 
RM 125. The footpegs aren’t the best. 
They’re small and not properly spring- 
loaded. If your foot comes off the peg, 
sometimes it will fold up and you’ve got 
to hunt to get it back under your boot. 
Longer, wider spring-loaded pegs would 
be the better way to go. 

They have also added a chain ten- 
sioner to the chain that works in con- 
junction with the guide. The tensioner 
sits right up by the countershaft 
sprocket. We felt that the 125 might be 
losing some power because of the drag 
created on the chain due to the tensioner. 
Experiment a bit and see which way 
works best for you. The chain guide 
should also be beefier. We've gotten 
letters from Suzuki owners who have had 
theirs break away from the frame. To 


solve it, you can get a welder to reinforce 
it before you do any heavy motocrossing. 

The brake pedal is also small and hard 
to find if you've got big feet. By bending 
it out about an inch, we found it easier to 
use, but we still had an occasional 
problem. Welding a slightly larger 
footpad on will help you find the brake 
when you need it. 

Rim locks are getting a bit outdated, 
but when you first get the bike, they'll 
suffice. If you're ambitious we would 
suggest the sheet metal method of hold- 
ing the tire in place. Also keep an eye on 
the guide that mounts to the cylinder. It 
holds the clutch cable in place and is 
prone to breaking away. Although this 
isn't a major problem, if you don't

replace it the clutch cable wears a notch 
in the outer fin of the cylinder head. Buy 
a spare in case the original goes away. 

Generally, Suzuki has put a lot of time 
and research into the RM 125. The 
engine is a vast improvement over last 
year's machine, and there is a hop-up 
kit in the works now that turns it into a 
screaming flyer. The suspension is get- 
ting right up there with what the hot- 
shoes are running. It handles quicker 
and a lot more precise, giving you the 
opportunity to shave a few seconds off 
your lap times. 

So far, Suzuki has showed us that they 
are serious about their motocross ma- 
chines, and are putting forth a great 
effort to give the buyer a bike that is 
competitive, close to what the go-fasties 
are using, and that still retain the 
dependability that the TM has always 
enjoyed. It's the first effort by a factory 
to change the suspension on a 125 to 
the laid-down method. The powerplant 
has gotten a tremendous boost. The all- 
around package is going to be right up 
in the front of the pack through the 
first turn. E

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This month we're going to look at the 
upper end of the engine: the head, cyl- 
inder and piston. This form of main- 
tenance should be performed at least 
after every other race. If you know what 
to look for you can avoid costly 
problems. Once again we restate that if 
you’re serious about racing then take 
your machine apart and check out the 
vitals. With a little practice you can 
interpret the signs in the engine and 
improve your knowledge of what’s going 
on between the cases. 

When you're doing this job there is no 
need to remove the engine from the 
frame; we just did it this way so you 
could see the disassembly a little better.

PART 111 
THE UPPER-END MAINTENANCE 


























1. Step one is to remove the exhaust 
pipe and take off the head bolts. 


2. Lift off the head, making sure that 
you don't scar the threads on the studs. 


3. Таке a look atthe inside of the head. 
If you see a lot of scarring then you 
might have real problems. 


4. Next remove the cylinder studs. 
This is necessary to keep dirt out of 
the lower end. Just screw two nuts 
onto the stud, jam them together and 
unscrew the lower one. 





5. Inspect the inside of the cylinder for 
wear. It’s a good idea to replace the 
base gasket so that no air leaks 
develop. 


6. As soon as you lift off the cylinder, 
put a clean shop rag around the rod to 
avoid dropping anything into the 
lower end. Check out the piston for 
wear. Check the rings. See your 
service manual for specs. 


7. If your piston looks like this one 
then you've got serious problems. The 
rings are fused to the piston and just 
the general color of the piston will tell 
you that the rings were not doing 
their job. 


8. Reassemble the upper end and 
when you tighten down the head bolts 
use a torque wrench and check out the 
service manual for the specs. After you 
runthe engine for about 15 minutes, let 
it cool and retighten the bolts again. 
Make sure that you let the engine cool 
or you'll snap the stud. #

Smith got the white flag and Hart got the 
checkered. Eddie Cole (Bul) from Saugus 
finished third followed by Raines. Hart 
had made his point. On a track such as 
Hangtown, where riding ability is more 
important than super horsepower, Hart 
had totally demolished all the other 
riders in his class. 

The 250 action was shaping up, and 
wasn’t considered to be too shabby 
either. Kent Howerton has never been a 
bad rider when it comes to mud. Jimmy 
Weinert had won a Trans-AMA against 
the Europeans in the mud. Tony 
DiStefano lives in Pennsylvania, where it 
rains in wholesale quantities. Jimmy 
Ellis, fresh from winning the Super 
Series, was strong on a fast Can-AM. 
He’s from Connecticut, where the sun 
hardly shines all year either. 

At the start Howerton pulled his 
Husky over the gate and into the lead, 
only to be out-gassed by Ellis. It was one 
of those “do ог die" corners where the 
rider who left the throttle on the longest 
either passed the other rider or crashed. 
Ellis somehow did the better of the two, 
taking over the lead from a surprised 
Howerton. A little further back National 
numbers two and three were having their 
own private war. Jimmy Weinert and 
Tony DiStetano were swapping positions. 
Neither rider seemed to be satisfied to sit 
behind the other. Fifth and sixth 
positions were also up for grabs. Sal 
DeFoe (Mai) and Gary Wise (Kaw) had 
paired off and were deciding who was 
faster. 

Howerton and Ellis seemed to be 
riding the same motorcycle. Both the 
Husky and the Can-AM shifted in the 
same spot, took the corners through the 
same rut and bogged in the same holes. 
It was evident by the halfway point that 
Howerton wasn’t challenging Ellis for the 
lead. He wasn’t backing off a foot, but he 
wasn't trying to take over the number 
one spot. Both riders went around 
together with Howerton letting Ellis take 
the pressure of running in the number 
one spot. 

Weinert and DiStefano weren’t happy 
with following each other though. They 
swapped the lead on each lap from the 
start until the halfway point, a total of 12 
times around the three-mile course. Each 
time they came around the finish line 
they had reversed positions. There was 
no telling how many times they changed 
in the back sections. Heavy racing 
doesn’t begin to describe what was going 
on between the Suzuki and Yamaha 
riders. 

Wise and DeFoe followed the example 
of Tony and Jim, but decided to go at it 
differently. Instead of swapping positions 
each lap, it worked out so that DeFoe led 
for the first five laps, then Wise for the 
next five, then DeFoe again. After 
watching, you might think that they had 
a predetermined plan. No way. 


Howerton followed Ellis up until the 
critical point where the two-lap sign 
came out. It was then that the Husky 
rider kicked his 250 Mag up a gear and 
motored away from Ellis for the win. 
Within three laps after being wheel to 
wheel, Howerton came through for the 
win with a 17-second lead, roughly 100 
feet on the muddy course. 

The DiStefano/Weinert battle con- 
tinued, with Tony taking the checkered 
barely three feet in front of Jim. You had 
to admit that both of these riders were 
finally deciding which of the two was 
faster on a 250. After the moto, there still 
wasn’t a deciding victor. DeFoe and Wise 
broke up their five-lap swapping game 
and at the finish DeFoe’s Maico beat out 
Wise’s Kawasaki by inches. It was 
interesting to note that the top six riders 
were not Southern California racers. All 
of the top finishers had a lot of 
experience in muddy course conditions, 
blowing the fabled faster SoCal riders 
into the weeds. 

In the second moto, Howerton felt that 
he didn’t want to play with Ellis 
anymore. Once the gate went down the 
Texas rider piloted his Husky into a lead 
that was never to be challenged. Like 
Hart in the 125 moto, Howerton built up 
such a large lead that the action was 
taking place in the second through 
fourth positions. After the fourth lap, 
with 60 feet and pulling away all the 
time, Kent Howerton was easily the 
crowd’s choice for the win. 

All of the action was between Ellis, 
Weinert, DiStefano, and Billy Grossi. 
With Howerton out front waxing the 
troops, the four riders got together and 
put on quite a show for the crowd. 
Grossi, who was down with carburetion 
problems in the first moto, really got his 
act together in the second go-round. 
With his new Suzuki ride, and his first 
chance at a natural terrain ourse, Grossi 
wasn’t going to let anything stand in his 
way. 

When Ellis slipped from second to 
fourth due to getting stuck in a rut, he set 
himself up as prey for the young Suzuki 
rider. Grossi proceeded to pick him off in 
one lap. Jimmy Weinert was reeled in on 
the next lap, partially due to the fast laps 
by Grossi and partly because the mud 
was taking toll on his machine and body. 
Once past him, Grossi put on a very 
impressive charge after teammate 
DiStefano. 

He caught Tony five laps from the 
finish. Anyone who thinks that there isn’t 
team rivalry or that one rider will let the 
other win a moto, should have seen this 
fight. They were so close at times that a 
slight bobble by either rider would have 
put both of them down in the muck. 
Tony wanted that second position just as 
badly as Billy, and neither rider was 
going to let off one fraction on the 
throttle to give the position to the other 
man. 


Just as the two-minute sign came out, 
Jimmy Weinert’s Yamaha decided to 
give up the ghost. As he stalled the bike 
in one of the many mud-rutted corners, 
he quickly jabbed the kickstarter and 
re-fired the bike. Unfortunately the 
timing plate had slipped, allowing the 
bike to run in reverse, not the hot setup if 
you want to go forward. Weinert hit the 
kill button, tried it again and got the 
same results—backwards. After backing 
up about 15 feet to please the crowd, 
Jammin’ Jimmy stopped for the day by 
the side of the course, watching the 
action, and trying to pick the mud from 
between his teeth and eyelids. 

Howerton brought his Husky in for the 
win with a very comfortable margin. It 
was evident that he was superior on this 
track. The combination of the rider and 
the good Husky grunt made the pair 
almost unbeatable. A 1-1 standing is 
nothing to overlook. A little farther back 
the Suzuki contest was still going strong. 
On the last lap, three turns from the 
finish, Grossi slipped for just a second, 
letting DiStefano get by. Billy pulled in 
the clutch, revved up the engine and tried 
to catch Tony. As they passed the 
checkered flag, DiStefano took second, 
with Grossi’s front wheel right up to 
Tony’s leg for third. Jimmy Ellis, all 
alone, took third. 

The final results were tallied and 
Howerton was the unsurprising winner. 
DiStefano, with his 3-2 standing, took 
second while Jimmy Ellis filled in third 
position. The newest member of the 
Can-AM team, Mike Runyard, took 
fourth with a 9-7 placing. Steve 
Stackable, although his presence wasn’t 
threatening, took the fifth position with 
an amazing 11-6 total, just edging out 
Gary Wise, who had a 6-11. 

There were a lot of riders at Hangtown 
who put up a good fight but didn’t figure 
in the final results of the day. Pierre 
Karsmakers, on one of his first rides with 
Honda, was in the running, only to have 
his chain come off repeatedly. Rick 
Eierstedt, the veteran of the team, ran 
into throttle problems. Sometimes it 
would stick closed, while at other times it 
would be be jammed wide open. Jim 
Turner had the misfortune of being down 
a whole lap on the second 125 moto when 
he couldn't get his Bultaco to light the 
fire in the required two minutes. Bruce 
Baron had problems seeing the course, a 
situation that many of the riders were 
confronted with. There was so much mud 
that it got to the point that the riders 
couldn't close their eyes because of the 
buildup underneath their eyelids. Visine 
would have been a good sponsor. 

Hopefully, the Hangtown Classic next 
year will be without all the abundant 
rain, snow and other nasties that turned 
this year's motocross into more of an 
enduro. Maybe they should send God His 
invitation earlier to compensate for the 
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Dynos tell the truth. Our popular Yamaha 
expansion chamber was tested against 
the stock system and chambers from 
two other manufacturers, Torque and 
Bassani.* The results: at peak 
horsepower Hooker produced 24.77 
horsepower; Torque 21.82; Bassani 
21.88 and stock 20.21.

prepare yourself that way. I know it's 
hard over there to go from country to 
country and through borders and every- 
thing, but you still end up on a motocross 
track and that's what counts. I think the 
main difference is that Brad has been 
consistent all the time while Jim hasn't. 
Just look at the two. Brad did good last 
year and this year he's picking up, always 
going faster. I'm sure Jimmy is gassing it 
but it seems he's breaking his bikes all 
the time. I don't think he knows that 
much about bikes, mechanically. I feel 
the main reason he's breaking gearboxes 
all the time is because of those Heckel 
boots he's wearing. I thought about that 
a lot. He wasn't losing gearboxes before 
he started wearing those boots, and you 
don't have any feeling with them. I think 
you've got to really feel the motorcycle in 
order to ride it. I feel that any rider 
should be able to work on his own bikes. 
DiStefano is a good example of working 
on your own bike. We all spent a lot of 
time working on our bikes back in the 
beginning. 


PC: How is Europe compared to here? 
JW: It's really tough over there. You've 
got to keep your head together; you've 
got to travel around and stay healthy. I 
think this year is going to be pretty good 
for us in Europe. I figure that Brad will 
have a top three finish this year. Brad is a 
good guy. I think he's a smarter rider 
than Jimmy. Any American that goes to 
Europe has got to try extra hard. 


PC: How different are the tracks over 
there? 

JW: You have real obstacles over there. 
You've got hills and downhills, and neat 
little turns. They don't groom the tracks 
at all. Just put up ribbons around the 
trees. It's neat, it’s good racing. That's 
where you have to know how to pick the 
lines. 


PC: Do the Europeans like to come 
racing over here? 

JW: They really like the money. But the 
30 percent cut, they don't like that at all. 
Not too many people know that 30 
percent of their winnings are deducted 
right off the top for tax purposes. But I 
understand they can file a return and get 
some of it back. | 


PC: You don’t get anything taken out of 
your winnings do you? 

JW: No, but I pay through the nose at 
the end of the year. Speaking of paying, 
does anyone have a quarter? I want to try 
one of those machines over there. 


With that we went over to the game 
room, where Jimmy Weinert, Open Class 
number 1, poured almost five dollars 
into a machine featuring a race car, until 
he had the lowest possible score, and the 
number one position. That’s how Jimmy 
Weinert is.

who has followed up his top 10 place in 
last year’s 500cc championship table with 
a string of excellent results in the season- 
opening internationals. 

Perhaps the mystery element in this 
year's series is Ake Jonsson, and indeed 
the whole of the Yamaha works team 
effort. After several times getting close to 
the world title with Husky and Maico, 
Jonsson seemed to take a while to settle 
in with Yamaha. Now 30, he really has to 
make his moves now if he's actually going 
to add a world title to his name before 
youthful aggression begins to ebb away. 
Jonsson will ride a monoshock model with 
a 400cc long-stroke engine. His teammate, 
the tall and hardy Belgian Jaak Van 
Velthoven, shaped up as a future world 
champion in recent seasons, but a heavy 
crash in the 1974 Moto Cross des Nations 
means that no one is certain how well he's 
recovered 

Sadly, with the continual departure of all 
their carefully bred stars to lucrative 
Japanese commitments, Maico for once 
appear to be totally out of things. | can't 
see their 500cc lineup of Frenchman Serge 
Bacou, teenaged German Rolf Diffenbach, 
and Dutchman Frans Sigmans posing 
major threats. 

Equally flabby, | regret to report, is the 
British effort. A Northern Irishman, Bob 
Wilkinson, looks like he'll be the only 
regular contestant, on Bultacos. Former 
GP giants John Banks and Vic Eastwood 
will perform in only occasional GPs on 
their four-stroke CCMs. 


NEW 125 CZ TO ATTACK 
WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 


Even the little 125cc world motocross 
series looks like it's being as effectively 
fought out as the bigger classes this year. 
Belgian Andre Malherbe, 19, has domi- 
nated the class for the past two years, and 
rides again for West Germany's Zundapp 
factory this time. 

But during the winter the FIM dropped 
their ruling that over-25s could not contest 
the 125 class, and this lets in a formidable 
contender — 26-year-old Gaston Rahier, an 
experienced campaigner in Suzuki's 250cc 
GP team. Back-up men for Zundapp and 
Suzuki are, respectively, Belgian Gilbert 
De Roover, 26, and a 21-year-old Japa- 
nese, Akira Watanabe, national 125 cham- 
pion in his homeland. 


The East Europeans are also mounting a 
strong 125 attack this year. CZ has a new 
model, distinguished by slim crankcases, 
head and barrel looking similar to Husky 
parts, and small-diameter frame tubing 
that pushes the bike right down to the FIM 
minimum weight limit. 

And finally, there's the new Russian 
push. Although nothing is known about 
their bikes as yet, they rely on Pavel Rulev, 
noted for some tough efforts, again in the 
250 class, in recent seasons.

ship in motocross is treated as somehow 
not quite the real thing. 

So maybe this worship of the GPs 
explains the confusion that many people 
in Britain and on the Continent feel about 
events in America. Just recently, for 
example, we've been hearing over here 
about some meets named the Yamaha 
Superseries. If the Series had been won by 
Brad Lackey or Jim Pomeroy, that would 
have been understandable, because those 
guys have ridden well in the GPs and have 
therefore been accepted by Europe. But 
instead, completely unknown names like 
Ellis, Stackable, DiStefano and Eierstedt 
take the money. And the money itself is 
puzzling—$30,000 spread between just 
three rounds, or so we read. 

The confusion grows until Europeans 
have now reached the stage where they 
can't decide whether motocross in Ameri- 
ca is still the Mickey Mouse affair they 
always believed it to be. They'd probably 
like to think it still is, but then. . . can any 
sport remain a backwoods affair contested 
by country hicks on hack machinery when 
there's that much money to be won? 

| have a feeling that any European who 
traveled to the States and saw some of 
your home championships would have to 
eat grit once again and admit that, as with 
so many motorcycle matters in recent 
years, affairs in America are as profes- 
sional as anywhere else in the world, if not 
more so. 

| say this not merely in a mood of kindly 
condescension, but from having actually 
seen the growth of motocross in the 
States from various visits to the country, 
the last one being in 1973 when the 
Daytona motocross, or so it seemed to me, 
really began to take shape as a serious 
event. Considering that he had only a flat 
and relatively small area of grassland to 
work with, Gary Bailey built an excellent 
track, the standard of riding among the top 
20 or so riders was fine and the most im- 
pressive part was the high level of factory 
competition. 

Europe must now accept that America is 
no longer a country desperately attempt- 
ing to copy and assimilate anything in 
motocross that emanates from east of the 
Atlantic. Motocross in America has 
matured into its own distinct form and 
shape now, and sad though this may be, 
would doubtless thrive and prosper even if 
the GPs disappeared tomorrow. 


HOW ABOUT A ROAD RACE 
IN THE SNOW! 


One of the strangest sights l've ever 
seen in motorcycling happened during the 
american road race series at Easter. It was 
the unnerving spectacle of hundred-horse- 
power 750cc bikes circling a track on 
slicks—in a snowstorm! 

It sounds almost hilarious, but at the 
time it seemed an insanely dangerous 
thing to take place, and it was only allowed 
to proceed because of the notorious 
laissez-faire attitude to bike racing in 
Europe. 

The first round of the series, at Brands 
Hatch on Easter Friday, was cancelled 
because of snow, costing the promoters 
nearly $50,000. At the second round at 
Mallory Park on Easter Sunday, the first

279 points to 243. 

The Anglo-American series has always 
been noted for hard, aggressive riding, but 
what about this for incidents at the Oulton 
round: Roberts slid off when leading one 
race, then Romero fell when also leading; 
Romero also slid off in the other race but 
remounted without losing second place; 
Aldana overshot a turn, bounced onto the 
grass but kept aboard and rejoined the 
race; Briton John Newbold fell in practice; 
American reserve Randy Cleek crashed at 
one bend, and Mick Grant fell on the 
spilled gas; Briton Pat Mahoney was 
another faller; and finally, both Steve 
McLaughlin and Dave Potter came off and 
remounted! 

Not all the action in this year's series 
was confined to the track, however. At 
their hotel in Leicester the evening before 
the Mallory meeting, the Americans were 
involved in a brawl. Guests at a wedding 
reception apparently started the action by 
picking on Gene Romero. The rest of his 
teammates joined in, with Don Castro 
being detailed to protect the injured British 
rider Barry Sheene, who had fallen at 175 
mph at Daytona only weeks earlier, and 
Dave Aldana trying to avoid trouble as he 
was recovering from a cut eye. To no avail 
however, as Aldana felt obliged to hit out 
when little Kenny Roberts was being 
threatened by two rowdies! Bottles and 
glasses flew and tables were overturned, 
and the whole affair sounded like 
something from a Hollywood western. 

Also during the tour, | hear that a British 
newspaperman who had been applying 
himself judiciously to the bottle one 
evening, was given a black eye by a 
member of the American party when his 
jokes about their riding ability ranged a bit 
too far past the funny stage.
